Master's  Address 

Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Pour  years  ago  our  nation  was  electrified  by  the  sneak  attack  on  Pearl 
Hartxor.  This  united  our  people  in  the  determination  that  those  who  lost 
their  lives  at  Pearl  Harbor  would  not  die  in  vain;  that  this  nation,  by 
our  declaration  of  war,  decided  to  line  up  our  resouwes  beside  those  of 
the  other  united  nations  against  the  aggressor  nations.  At  the  69th  Annual 
Session  this  body  pledged  "its  loyalty  and  support  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  and  the  people  thereof  in  this  time  of  the  nation's  peril. 
Agri<3ultur€,  as  always  in  a  national  crisis,  will  furnish  its  full  measure  of 
sacrifice  in  added  'toil  and  blood  and  tears.' 

"From  sunrise  to  sunset,  through  summer's  heat  and  winter's  icy  blasts 
agriculture  will  toil  to  provide  food  for  our  gallant  men  in  arms,  for 
our  people  and  for  our  allies.  We  shall  never  say  that  our  selfish  interests 
must  be  served  even  in  the  face  of  a  national  emergency.  To  give  less 
than  a  supreme  effort  is  treason  to  the  land  that  gave  asylum  to  our  fathers 
and  their  fathers  before  them  who  sought  these  hospitable  shores  in  quest 
of  religious  and  political  freedom.    We  shall  not  fail  them." 

Today  we  are  proud  of  that  pledge  and  the  way  it  was  kept.  We 
kept  the  faith.  The  aggressor  nations  have  been  decisively  defeated.  Agri- 
culture and  industry,  labor  and  management,  soldier  and  civilian,  all  our 
people,  gave  their  all  for  the  cause  for  which  we  were  fighting.  We  are 
all  privileged  to  share  in  the  achievement  of  final  victory. 

Peace 

Now  it  is  time  to  write  the  peace.  Fervently  do  we  hope  that  we  shall 
do  as  efficient  a  job  in  writing  the  peace  terms  as  we  did  in  winning  the 
war.  The  nations  of  the  world  must  unite  in  a  world  organization  to  pre- 
serve the  peace  or  perish  separately.  No  longer  are  we  a  nation  isolated 
by  a  broad  ocean,  rather  we  are  now  a  nation  connected  to  all  other  nations 
by  a  highway  through  the  air.  Add  to  this  the  atomic  bomb,  and  we  can 
truthfully   say  that  no  nation  or  people   is   safe   in   any  future   conflict 
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Probably  a  nation's  industries,  which  includes  the  power  to  make  modern 
v^rfare  will  be  destroyed  before  war  is  declared.  The  element  of  surprise 
will  be  paramount  in  future  conflicts  among  nations.  This  must  not  occur. 
Some  world  organization  must  be  established  to  police  the  world  and. 
insure  continued  peace.  We,  as  a  nation  cannot  afford  to  send  the  cream  of 
our  youth  to  fight  on  ?ome  foreign  land,  and  contract  an  enormous  debt 
every  twenty-five  years  for  future  generations  to  pay  and  expect  to  remam 
the  nation  of  freedom  our  forefathers  established. 

Po8t-War  Period 

Now  that  peace  is  here,  it  is  our  job  to  reconvert  industry  and  agri- 
culture, yes,  all  phases  of  our  complex  American  life  to  the  ways  of  peace. 
This  is  a  part  of  the  cost  of  war  as  much  as  converting  our  peacetime 
economy  into  the  greatest  war  producing  nation  of  all  history.  This 
must  be  accomplished  in  a  way  to  safeguard  our  American  system  of  free 
private  enterprise  in  such  a  way  as  to  not  upset  our  economic  system. 
Master  A.  S.  Goss,  aptly  states  this  proposition,  "we  must  continue  to 
produce  a  balanced  abundance."  In  1942  he  suggested  three  Guide  Posts  to 
follow  in  attaining  this  end: 

"1.  All  prosperity  springs  from  the  production  of  wealth;   or  any- 
thing which  retards  the  production  of  wealth  is  unsound. 

"2.  The  compensation  of  each  should  be  based  on  what  he  con- 
tributes to  the  general  welfare. 

"3.  The  prime  purpose  of  government  is  to  protect  its  citizens  from 
aggression — ^both  physical  and  economic." 

I  would  suggest  that  all  patrons  study  these  three  Guide  Posts  as 
three  fundamental  principles  in  economics  that  are  just  as  applicable  in 
personal  affairs  as  in  domestic  or  international  affairs. 

Our  system  of  free  private  enterprise  has  made  A«merica  great  and 
was  one  of  the  fundamental  causes  why  we  are  the  wealthiest  nation  in 
the  world.  He  who  strives  and  uses  his  talent  is  rewarded  for  his  effort 
in  proportion  to  the  value  of  his  contribution  to  the  world.  This  was  one 
of  the  main  reasons  that  America  became  the  Arsenal  of  the  United 
Nations  during  the  war.  This  system  must  not  be  destroyed  by  regimenta- 
tion and  supervision.  On  the  contrary,  private  initiative  should  be  en- 
couraged. This  does  not  mean  that  free  enterprise  should  be  licensed  to 
commit  any  act  it  may  deem  necessary  to  accomlish  a  desired  result. 
To  so  do  will  destroy  free  enterprise.  Monopolies  and  cartels  are  as  de- 
structive to  the  system  as  regimentation  and  supervision.  Monopolies 
must  be  eliminated,  whether  they  be  industries  or  labor  unions,  no  group 
or  organization  should  be  allowed  to  become  so  strong  that  it  dominates 
and  controls  any  field  of  endeavor  to  the  detriment  of  the  general  wel- 
fare. Fair  competition  within  the  law  is  the  life-blood  of  the  system  of 
free,  private  enterprise. 

The  scarcity  of  consumer  goods  and  the  abundance  of  money  in  the 
hands  of  the  consuming  public  is  an  abnormal  condition  which  is  leading 
to  inflation.  At  the  time  of  the  last  world  war,  the  real  inflation  occurred 
after  hostilities  ceased,  therefore,  we  must  be  alert  to  the  problem  and  do 
all  that  we  can  to  curb  run-away  prices.  The  answer  is  plenty  of  consumer 
goods  and  then  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  will  properly  adjust  the 
price.    The  OPA  price  ceilings  below  cost  have  a  tendency  to  spread  m- 
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flation.  This  results  in  scarcity  because  the  producer  cannot  afford  to 
produce  and  the  outcome  is  an  inclination  to  boost  prices  all  along  tbt 
way.  Sufficient  consumer  goods  and  fair  competition  will  automaticaUt 
adjust  prices  to  the  correct  level  without  an  artificial  OPA  price  ceilin/ 
It  probably  will  be  necessary  to  continue  OPA  price  ceilings  at  the  proper 
level  until  consumer  goods  are  more  plentiful. 

We  are  opposed  to  subsidies  as  an  alternative  to  an  increase  of  price 
and  especially  at  a  time  when  the  national  income  is  at  the  highest  peak  in 
history,  and  labor  is  receiving  the  largest  take-home  pay  known.  The 
Pennsylvania  State  Grange  and  the  National  Grange  have  expressed  their 
opposition  to  federal  subsidies  for  the  sole  purpose  of  maintaining  the 
price  of  certain  agricultural  products  at  a  certain  prewar  cost  basis  to 
the  consumer.  This  system  pacifies  certain  pressure  groups,  althougk 
in  fact,  this  increases  the  income  tax  or  passes  on  to  future  generationi 
the  present  cost  of  living.  Now  that  the  war,  as  far  as  actual  fighting 
is  concerned,  is  over,  the  time  is  here  to  gradually  eliminate  all  rab- 
sidies  and  substitute  therefore  a  reasonable  price  for  agricultural  pro- 
ducts.  The  government  simply  cannot  afford  to  continue  to  pay  this  type 
of  charity  indefinitely  to  the  consuming  public.  If  it  does,  bankruptcy  of 
our  nation  or  confiscatory  income  taxes  will  be  the  consequence.  We  are 
now  at  the  crossroads,  it  is  time  to  become  realistic  and  for  each  to  pay 
for  that  which  he  eats  or  wears  at  the  time  of  purchase  and  not  have  a 
charge  account  that  will  bear  interest  to  be  paid  in  the  future  by  the  tax- 

Agriculture 

"Since  God  placed  man  on  the  earth,  agriculture  has  existed." 

"History  proves  that  where  agriculture  has  been  fostered,  that 
nation  has  prospered  and  reached  a  high  degree  of  perfection;  but 
where  it  has  been  neglected  degeneracy  began." 

Let  us  be  heedful  of  the  warning.  Agriculture  should  be  healthful  and 
prosperous.  The  American  farmer  must  secure  his  fair  share  of  the  national 
income.  If  the  farmer  receives  his  share  of  the  national  income,  then,  labor 
and  industry  will  benefit.  He  will  be  able  to  purchase  more  machinery 
and  improve  and  modernize  farm  buildings.  However,  if  agriculture  does 
not  secure  its  share  of  the  national  income,  then,  the  farmer's  purchasing 
power  will  be  limited  and  industry  and  labor  will  suffer.  The  farmer's 
problem  is  summed  up  very  completely  in  the  National  Master's  address 
at  Kansas  City,  "The  American  farmer  wants  to  work  for  what  he  gets 
and  get  what  he  works  for."  He  does  not  want  nor  will  he  accept  charitable 
bequests  in  lieu  of  a  fair  and  honest  return  for  his  labor  and  capital. 

There  appears  to  be  a  need  for  continued  production  of  agricultural 
products.  It  is  our  duty  to  see  that  the  people  of  other  lands  do  not  starve 
if  we  are  able  to  furnish  them  the  necessities  of  life.  This,  however,  will 
only  be  for  a  short  time.  In  the  meantime,  both  the  General  Assemly  and 
Congress  should  appropriate  money  for  research  to  find  new  uses  for  agri- 
cultural products.  Now  is  the  time  for  study  and  research  for  ways  and 
means  to  convert  farm  surpluses  to  industrial  uses.  A  country  that  spent 
billions  for  relief  and  war  can  well  afford  to  invest  a  few  more  millions  in 
research. 

The  farm  labor  situation  has  not  materially  changed.  The  fanner 
and  his  family  still  have  the  burden  of  doing  the  work  on  the  farm.  Dur- 
ing the  war  the  farmers  of  the  nation  were  glad  to  assume  this  burden 
and  did  so  without  any  strikes  or  slow  downs.  The  farmer's  income  must 
be  sufficient  to  hire  competent  help  in  competition  with  industry.     Today 
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th  re  is  too  great  a  difference  between  the  wages  secured  from  industry 
nA  from  agriculture.  As  compared  with  the  farmer's  income  he  is  pay- 
•  ff  all  he  can  afford  to  pay,  but  this  is  not  sufficient  to  retain  farm 
iRhorers  now  on  farms  let  alone  attempting  to  entice  labor  away  from 
Dost-war  industries.  And  now  industrial  labor  is  striking  for  a  thirty 
rao*/  )  per  cent  increase.  If  labor  is  successful,  then,  the  fdrm  labor 
oroblem  will  be  more  acute  than  ever  and  probably  will  be  reflected  direct- 
Iv  in  decreased  farm  production.  The  war  incentive  to  farmers  to  pro- 
duce is  past  and  many  will  not  continue  if  the  situation  is  not  remedied. 

It  is  hoped  that  we  are  over  the  hum.p  in  the  farm  machinery  problem. 
Steel  is  now  available  for  the  production  of  farm  machinery.  The  only 
problem  appears  to  he  that  of  labor  and  prices.  Prices  of  farm  machinery 
must  be  kept  at  a  level  that  the  farmer  can  afford  to  pay. 

Cooperation  and  Insurance 

Cooperatives  are  here  to  stay,  and  we  should  oppose  any  scheme  to 
tax  them  out  of  business.  Cooperatives  should  pay  their  share  of  the  tax 
burden  but  no  more.  The  cooperatives  should  be  encouraged  and  pro- 
tected and  all  bona  fide  cooperatives  should  have  the  active  support  of  the 
Grange  and  Grange  Members. 

The  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  is  a  cooperative  which  has  saved 
grange  members  many  dollars  and  should  receive  our  continued  support. 

The  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company  continues  its  serv- 
ice to  our  members. 

The  National  Grange  Mutual  Liability  Company  provides  automobile 
and  farm  liability  insurance.  The  latter,  I  believe,  deserves  more  con- 
sideration in  our  farm  economy  system  than  it  has  received  in  the  past, 
and  I  suggest  that  every  farmer  study  possible  farm  liability  risks  on  his 
farm. 

Our  Grange  Fire  Insurance  Companies  continue  to  serve  our  patrons. 

Condition  of  the  Order 

The  condition  of  the  Order  is  encouraging  in  Pennsylvania.  We  have 
made  a  net  gain  in  membership.  Now  that  gas  rationing  is  a  thing  of  the 
past,  we  expect  the  grange  deputies  and  in  fact  all  members  of  the 
Order  to  help  build  up  our  membership. 

The  annual  deputies'  school  was  held  last  February  in  Harrisburg, 
however,  we  were  unable  to  hold  the  Lecturers'  Conference  at  State  College 
in  June  due  to  war  conditions.    We  plan  to  hold  both  next  year. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  for.  more  Juvenile  Granges,  and  I  hope  that 
many  will  be  organized  in  the  coming  year.  The  subordinate  grange  should 
give  more  support  and  encouragement  to  our  Juveniles.  The  majority  of 
the  subordinate  granges  of  the  state  need  a  juvenile  grange.  Let  every 
delegate  present  appoint  himself  or  herself  as  a  member  of  a  committee 
to  aid  in  establishing  and  maintaining  a  juvenile  grange. 

More  emphasis  should  be  placed  upon  Ritualism.  Those  granges  which 
open  and  close  without  the  use  of  the  manual  are  usually  the  best  granges 
and  impress  visitors  as  probably  no  other  single  item  will  do.  The  ritual 
is  the  pillar  of  the  grange.  Around  this  the  grange  was  built  and  dis- 
tinguishes the  grange  from  all  other  farm  organizations.  Let  us  not  for- 
get the  precepts  of  our  Order. 
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I  hope  that  our  Pomona  meetings  will  be  better  attended  and  more  in- 
terest shown.  This  is  the  one  opportunity  the  farmers  of  the  county 
have  to  meet  together  as  a  fraternity,  plan  and  formulate  united  action 
for  the  common  good  of  agriculture  and  mingle  and  converse  with  their 
friends  and  neighbors.  The  interest  and  enthusiasm  shown  at  the  Pomona 
meetings  will  be  reflected  back  into  better  subordinate  meetings. 

The  National  Grange  project  "Grange  Day"  has  been  continued  for 
another  year.  We  are  requesting  every  Grange  in  the  State  to  put  this 
project  over.  Each  member  s-hould  donate  one  day  in  the  year  to  Grange 
Work.  If  the  master  and  a  committee  properly  organize  the  project,  the 
Grange  will  be  able  to  accomplish  wonders.  There  are  numerous  types 
of  work  that  the  members  can  contribute  for  the  welfare  of  the  Grange 
and  the  Community. 

I  would  suggest  as  a  Grange  Day  Project  for  this  year  the  improve- 
ment and  repair  of  our  Grange  Halls.  The  homes  of  a  community  are  an 
index  to  the  kind  of  people  who  live  in  the  neighborhood,  so  also  does 
the  grange  home  and  its  appearance  enlighten  visitors  as  to  the  sort  of 
residents  to  expect  in  that  community.  A  little  work  and  community 
spirit  can  remake  the  entire  appearance. 


Legislation 

During  the  year  the  State  Legislature  held  its  regular  biennial  session. 
Our  State  Secretary  again  acted  as  Legislative  Agent  for  the  Grange.  The 
Grange  led  the  fight  to  retain  the  present  tax  on  oleomargarine,  and  as 
you  know,  the  tax  was  retained.  This  alone  was  a  major  victory  for 
agriculture. 

The  State  Secretary  mailed  a  letter  each  week  to  every  subordinate 
grange  stating  the  important  bills  being  acted  upon  and  grange  policy  in 
regard  thereto.  Did  your  secretary  keep  you  informed  by  reading  these 
letters  to  the  members  and  did  your  grange  act  upon  them? 

Over  one-half  the  cost  of  social  security  is  paid  for  by  the  general 
public  and  not  by  those  who  alone  will  participate  in  its  benefits.  This 
is  charged  to  the  general  public  in  an  increased  cost  of  goods  sold  or 
services  rendered.  Then  why  not  have  everyone  participate  in  the  benefits 
thereof.  To  farmers  themselves,  wo  do  not  believe  unemployment  com- 
pensation is  practical,  however,  it  is  for  farm  laborers.  Old  age  pensions 
will  be  beneficial  to  both  farmers  and  their  employees. 

We  are  in  favor  of  adequate  national  defense.  This  does  not  necessarily 
mean  that  we  must  have  peacetime  conscription.  The  question  arises, 
is  peacetime  conscription  essential  for  our  national  welfare?  Or  to  state 
it  another  way,  may  we  have  adequate  national  defense  without  con- 
scription. At  least  we  have  no  need  to  make  a  speedy  decision  without 
adequate  study  of  the  problem. 

Health 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  made  arrangements  whereby  any 
subordinate  grange  can  secure  group  hospitalization  for  its  members  at 
a  nominal  quarterly  fee,  assuring  proper  hospital  care  to  members  of  the 
entire  family.  Every  Grange  in  the  state  should  make  this  service  avail- 
able to  its  members. 


Education 

The  Grange  favors  an  independent  School  system  with  only  the 
necessary  supervision  from  Harrisburg.  We  are  opposed  to  Federal  control. 
And  further.  Federal  aid  should  be  scrutinized  closely  to  see  if  there  is 
not  further  control  and  supervision  attached  to  it.  The  trend  in  educa- 
tion today  is  in  the  direction  of  centralization.  A  certain  amount  of  cen- 
tralization is  necessary.  In  Pennsylvania  we  have  sufficient  centralization. 
We  need  to  maintain  an  efficient  school  system  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a 
non-political  and  independent  school  board. 

In  Memoriam 

Tomorrow  we  will  pause  from  our  labor  to  honor  those  who  have 
joined  the  Great  Grange  above.  We  treasure  their  memory  and  accept 
the  challenge  they  have  left  us  to  carry  forward  the  unfinished  work  of 
our  Order. 

Many  gold  stars  have  appeared  on  our  service  flags  during  the  past 
year.  May  we  never  forget  what  they  so  nobly  gave  that  we  may  live  and 
have  a  free  and  independent  nation. 

The  National  Grange 

The  Seventy-Ninth  Annual  Session  of  the  National  Grange  was  held 
at  Kansas  City,  Missouri.  The  following  is  an  itemized  summary  of  the 
principal  declarations  acted  upon,  both  favored  and  opposed: 

Grange  Platform  for  Agriculture 

The  National  Grange  believes  that  a  sound  farm  program  is  essential 
not  only  to  the  stability  and  prosperity  of  agriculture,  but  of  the  nation  as 
a  whole,  and  submits  the  following  basic  principles  which  must  be  recog- 
nized in  any  successful  readjustment  program.  For  these  essential  policies 
the  National  Grange  will  continue  to  fight. 

1.  Farmers'  equitable  share  of  the  national  income  must  be  secured 
through  a  modernized  parity,  to  be  obtained  through  fair  market  prices 
rather  than  by  subsidies.  Support  prices  may  be  justified  where  necessary 
to  assure  cost  of  production. 

2.  Both  marketing  and  purchasing  cooperative  farmer  organizations 
must  be  encouraged  as  the  first  reliance  for  adjusting  and  stabilizing  mar- 
ketings. 

3.  A  Surplus  Commodity  Commission  should  be  established  by  Con- 
gress, to  be  provided  with  a  sufficient  "stock  of  remedies"  for  emergency 
action  in  meeting  the  occasional  surpluses  inevitable  in  an  economy  of 
balanced  abundance. 

4.  The  Marketing  Agreements  Act  should  be  extended  to  include  pro- 
ducers of  commodities  which  can  use  it  to  advantage,  in  assuring  con- 
sumers adequate  supplies  at  reasonable  prices. 

5.  Marketing  quotas,  when  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  growers  vot- 
ing in  a  referendum,  should  be  provided  for  preventing  surpluses  from 
creating  market  gluts;  supported  by  a  two-price  system  domestically  for 
diverting  excessive  supplies  to  inferior  uses. 
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6.  A  two-price  system  for  exports  should  be  adopted,  to  be  accom- 
panied by  international  commodity  agreements  that  assure  American  fttim. 
ers  a  fair  share  of  world  markets  at  stable  prices. 

7.  Conservation  of  the  nation's  basic  natural  wealth  of  soil  and  timber 
must  be  promoted  through  sound  soil  building,  water  conservation  and  tin 
prevention  programs. 

8.  Federal  and  state  guidance  and  assistance  should  be  available  in  the 
development  of  sound,  long-range  readjustment  programs  for  problem  areM. 

9.  Research  in  the  sciences  of  production  and  processing  should  be 
greatly  amplified:  for  discovery  of  new  and  expanded  uses  of  farm  pro- 
ducts; and  for  improving  marketing  and  distribution. 

10.  A  Federal  Office  of  Nutrition  should  be  set  up  to  cooperate  with 
state,  local  and  private  agencies  in  promoting  improved  diets,  through  rs- 
search  and  education;  with  widest  publicity  given  to  such  findings  as  an  im- 
portant step  toward  improved  national  health. 

The  National  Grange  Favors 

Establishment  of  an  international  farm  organization  of  various  nations 
throughout  the  world. 

Support  of  the  United  Nations'  Organization  and  support  of  the  Food 
and  Agricultural  Organization  (FAO). 

Placing  authority  over  the  atomic  bomb  in  the  hands  of  an  international 
body,  under  direction  of  the  United  Nations. 

Fulfillment  of  our  obligations  to  assist  war-torn  Europe  in  re-estab- 
lishing itself. 

Aid  to  war  veterans  in  relocating  on  farms  where  they  shall  have  a 
reasonable  chance  of  success. 

National  preparedness  through  school  training  and  adequate  standing 
volunteer  army. 

Maintenance  of  free  competition  among  all  forms  of  transportation. 

Removal  of  price  controls  as  rapidly  as  supplies  meet  demands  suf- 
ficiently to  assure  reasonable  prices. 

A  modernized  parity  formula  to  include  labor  costs,  which  will  remain 
constantly  current. 

Farmer-owned  production  and  marketing  cooperatives. 

A  sound  Farm  Credit  System,  under  an  independent  bi-partisan  Farm 
Credit  Board. 

Balancing  the  Federal  budget;  elimination  of  needless  government 
bureaus. 

Extension  of  Social  Security  to  include  farmers  and  farm  workers. 

Enactment  of  the  Hobbs  Bill  or  similar  legislation  to  prevent  labor 
racketeering. 

Wider  research  in  methods  of  growing  and  distributing  farm  crops. 

Extension  of  rural  electrification  as  rapidly  as  consistent  with  sound 
financing. 
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Support  of  the  Extension  Service,  but  maintained  entirely  by  public 
funds,  and  its  benefits  available  to  all  farmers,  without  preference  to  any 
group  or  organization. 

Continued  operation  of  synthetic  rubber  plants,  through  private  owner- 
ship as  soon  as  possible. 

Expansion  of  the  Blue  Cross  Hospitalization  Service  and  increase  in 
group  health  insurance  protection. 

A  vigorous  campaign  to  clean  up  objectionable  moving  pictures. 

Effective  national  survey  on  causes  of  crime  and  delinquency. 

Adoption  of  practical  methods  to  curb  the  liquor  traffic. 

Federal  statute  making  Standard  Time  mandatory  in  all  sections  of 
the  United  States. 

Further  development  of  Federal  crop  insurance. 

Early  construction  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Waterway. 

Continuation  of  the  school  lunch  program. 

Appointment  of  a  road  committee  in  every  Subordinate  Grange,  and 
increased  advocacy  of  farm-to-market  roads. 

Audit  of  government  corporations  by  Comptroller  General. 

Taxing  unearned  income  at  higher  rate  than  earned  income. 

Closing  avenues  of  escape  for  inheritance  and  gift  taxes. 

The  National  Grange  Opposes 

Peace-time  military  conscription. 

Continued  conscription  of  irreplaceable  farm  workers. 
Removal  of  immigration  restrictions. 
Subsidies  in  lieu  of  fair  prices. 

Federal  encroachment  of  state  and  local  rights  on  water  control. 
Inflationary  price  increases. 

Enactment  of  proposed  revision  of  the  Wage-Hour  Act  to  establish 
horizontal  wage  levels  and  arbitrary  wage  minimums. 
Sale  of  liquor  to  minors;  radio  liquor  advertising. 
Sale  of  liquor  and  beer  in  all  military  camps. 
Continuance  of  war-time  excess  profit  taxes. 
Federal  control  of  education. 
Abandonment  of  the  tobacco  quota  program. 
Federal  control  and  regimentation  of  scientific  research. 
Double  taxation  of  same  income  by    same  taxing  units. 
Taxing  patronage  dividends. 
Unwarranted  increase  in  Parcel  Post  rates. 
Five-day  marketing  week  at  terminal  markets  for  perishables. 

In  Conclusion 

I  do  not  believe  a  time  has  existed  since  the  Grange  was  organized 
when  there  was  such  an  urgent  need  for  an  organized  effort  on  behalf  of 
Agriculture  as  there  is  today.  The  people  of  Pennsylvania  are  looking  to 
the  Grange  for  leadership,  and  we  must  not  disappoint  them.  It  is  up  to 
the  Grange  to  present  a  sound  program  for  post-war  Agriculture.  I  am 
confident  this  session  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  will  meet  the 
challenge.

Whereas,  Much  of  the  farmer's  produce  crosses  State  lines  in  its  trip 
to  market,  thus  being  subject  to  Inter  State  Commerce  regulations. 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  we  urge  Congress  to  enact  legislation 
which  would  protect  trade  and  commerce  from  -  interference  by  violence, 
threats,  coercion  or  intimidation. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  as  read.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  OVERSEER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Memibers  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Since  last  we  met  as  a  State  Grange,  the  world  has  been  rocked  to 
its  foundations.  The  bursting  of  the  first  atomic  bomb  ushered  in  the 
age  of  aitomic  energy.  With  it  came  possibilities  of  advancement  never 
before  dreamed  or  of  world  annihalation.  To  prevent  the  latter  eventuality 
and  assure  the  use  of  this  new  energy  for  human  betterment,  world  order 
and  peace,  the  Christian  principles  of  our  fraternity  must  be  extended  and 
practiced  universally.    Now  it  is  one  world  or  no  world. 

The  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry  had  its  inception  in  the  needs 
of  the  reconstruction  following  the  Civil  War.  Today  the  Grange  is  ris- 
ing to  play  its  part  in  the  desperate  reconstruction  demands  following 
this  greatest  global  conflict.  Only  through  organized  effort  can  our  farm 
folk  make  their  steadying  voice  h-eard  in  the  councils  and  organizations 
seeking  to  achieve  a  world  of  order  and  justice.  In  this  crisis,  it  behooves 
each  officer  and  Patron  of  our  Keystone  state  by  unstinted  devotion  and 
effort,  to  increase  the  membersbip,  prestige,  and  acceptance  of  the  ideals 
for  which  the  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry  strives. 

During  the  year  past,  as  your  Overseer,  we  endeavored  to  inspire  and 
strengthen  our  great  fraternity  of  farm  families.  We  participated  in  eleven 
Pomona  meetings  in  every  section  of  the  state.  Basing  our  discussion 
on  Grange  principles  we  addressed  the  annual  dinners  of  the  Cambria  and 
Indiana  County  Agricultural  Extension  Associations.  We  represented  and 
spoke  for  the  Grange  at  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Pennsylvania  Country 
Life  Conference  at  State  College. 

The  second  state-wide  conference  of  Grange  Deputies  and  State  Officers 
held  at  Harrisburg  on  February  22  and  23rd  proved  stimulating  and  served 
as  a  training  school  for  those  who  represent  our  Worthy  State  Master  in 
their  respective   districts.     Acting   as    the   deputy  for  Jefferson   county. 
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Hemlock  Grange  #1341  in  McCalmont  township,  Jefferson  county,  was  re- 
organized  with  26  members.  Two  additional  reorganizations  or  combina- 
tion of  subordinate  Granges  are  in  prospect. 

Believing  that  an  officer  of  the  State  Grange  should  exemplify  correct 
Grange  practices  in  his  home  district,  as  master  of  Indiana  Grange  #1656, 
we  endeavored  to  have  every  member  assigned  to  some  committee  or 
task.  Among  achievements  resulting  from  this  procedure  were  the  two 
successful  campaigns  for  sale  of  War  Bonds,  the  Red  Cross  and  Blood 
Bank  drives,  a  huge  collection  of  clothing  for  the  destitute  of  Europe, 
supplies  and  Christmas  gifts  for  wounded  veterans  in  the  Deshon  Army 
Hospital  at  Butler,  furnishing  over  forty-eight  hostesses  for  our  Indiana 
County  Servicemen's  Canteen,  contributions  to  the  County  Child-welfare 
Service,  to  Tuberculosis  and  Cancer  Control,  to  the  building  fund  for  a 
new  Salvation  Army  Home  in  the  community,  and  a  white  gift  service 
for  the  Salvation  Army's  Christmas.  Grange  Hospitalization  was  marked- 
ly increased.  Our  Women's  Degree  Team  conferred  degrees  at  three  joint 
initiations,  and  twice  exemplified  the  third  and  fourth  degrees  upon  classes 
at  sister  Granges.  As  a  Grange  we  cooperated  with  our  State  Deputy  in 
•holding  a  conference  of  Masters,  Secretaries,  and  Lecturers  early  in  the 
spring.  At  this  conference  the  county  because  of  travel  restrictions,  was 
divided  into  four  districts  to  permit  inter-Grange  visitations.  To  date  of 
these  inter-grange  Neighbor  Night  Meetings  have  been  held. 

In  addition  to  installing  two  groups  of  Grange  officers,  we  have  ex- 
pounded the  unwritten  work  of  our  Order  on  eight  separate  occasions.  As 
a  member  of  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  State  Grange  we  have  tried 
to  keep  abreast  of  both  state  and  national  legislation.  The  viewpoint  of 
our  State  and  National  Grange  as  to  policies  and  proposed  legislation  has 
been  presented  not  merely  to  our  Patrons  but  to  service  clubs,  educator?, 
and  other  organizations  of  men  and  women,  many  of  whom  are  woefully 
misinformed  as  to  the  real  attitudes  and  need  of  our  rural  citizens. 

In  closing  may  we  as  true  Patrons  of  Husbandry  strive  so  to  live  dur- 
ing the  year  ahead  as  to  hasten  the  day  when  justice,  peace,  and  order 
will  prevail;  when  men  seeing  our  good  works,  will  honor  God,  the 
Universal  Father,  and  practice  brotherhood  among  men  in  a  world  teeter- 
ing between  chaos  or  unity.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  LECTURER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  again  bring  you  greetings  from  the 
Lecturers'  station.  The  year  just  about  to  be  concluded  has  been  a  busy 
one  for  the  Grange  lecturers  all  over  this  great  state  of  ours.  The 
challenges  confronting  them  were  many  and  varied.  Forced,  as  they  are, 
to  compete  with  professional  entertainers  for  the  attention  of  their  mem- 
bers, they  have,  nevertheless,  a  record  of  increased  membership  and  at- 
tendance to  attest  to  the  efficiency  of  their  programs.  They  have  also 
had  to  present  programs  of  such  value  and  interest  to  attract  men  and 
women,  tired  of  long  hours  in  the  field  and  home  to  the  stimulating  values 
of  a  good  grange  meeting.     Other  difficulties  and  obstacles  have  appeared 
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in  their  pathway  but  by  persistent  and  consistent  effort  every  obstacle 
has  been  overcome  and  today  the  Grange  program,  as  presented  by  Pomona 
and  Subordinate  lecturers,  stands  unchallenged  as  the  most  refreshing  in- 
fluence in  rural  Pennsylvania.  During  the  year  it  was  our  pleasure  to  visit 
a  number  of  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Grange  meetings.  Everywhere  we 
went  interest  in  the  grange  is  growing  and  plans  were  being  made  for  con- 
tinued growth  and  improvement.  Outstanding  amount  the  meetings  we 
attended  was  the  Dedication  of  Buffalo  Grange  Hall  in  Washington  County. 
Buffalo  Grange  Hall  is  attractively  designed  both  inside  and  out.  It 
stands  today  as  a  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  Grange  in  its  community. 
Brother  W.  J.  Newman,  State  Deputy  of  Washington  County  is  Master 
and  Sister  Goll,  Lecturer,  of  this  very  fine  Grange. 

During  the  year  all  the  projects  of  the  Grange  were  carried  through 
the  Lecturers  Department.  They  were  1 — Spelling  Bee  Contest.  You  will 
witness  the  State  Wide  finals  here.  This  contest  is  very  popular  but  we 
que^ion  the  wisdom  of  continuing  it  for  another  year. 


Second — Quartette  Contest.  This  also  has  quite  a  following  and  has 
proved  the  basis  of  many  county  wide  meetings  of  such  interest  the  Grange 
halls  were  taxed  to  capacity  to  care  for  the  members  present.  The  winners 
in  this  contest  will  be  decided  here  this  evening. 


Third— Talent  Festival.     This  contest,  difficult  to  judge  correctly,  is 
well  liked  according  to  the  reports  from  the  various  Pomona  Lecturers. 


Fourth — Better  Grange  Project.  This  project  was  designed  to  im- 
piove  Grange  work  generally.  Certain  standards  were  set  up  and  sub- 
ordinate Granges  meeting  these  qualifications  are  eligible  for  certificates. 
This  project  was  judged  by  the  State  Deputies  according  to  reports  filed  to 
date  by  the  deputies  the  following  Granges  have  qualified  as  a  "Better 
Grange." 


Fifth— Honor  Pomona  Grange.  Like  the  Better  Grange  project  this 
project  was  designed  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  the  Pomona  Granges. 
We  are  indeed  happy  to  announce  that  many  more  Pomonas  qualified  this 
year  than  last.  It  is  striking  to  note  that  of  the  Pomonas  that  failed 
to  qualify,  the  outstanding  reason  for  failure  was  the  use  of  the  manual 
in  opening  and  closing  Pomona  Grange. 


Six— Group  Discussion.  In  order  to  qualify  in  this  project  Granges 
were  required  to  hold  at  Jeast  8  discussiions  during  the  year.  This  pro- 
ject was   designed   to   improve   the   educational    program   of  the   Grange. 


Seventh— Folk  Game  Contest.  This  was  a  purely  recreational  project. 
We  expected  to  hold  the  finals  at  our  Lecturers  Conference  at  State  College. 
War  time  restrictions  changed  that  so  county  winners  are  being  recognized. 


We  congratulate  the  winners  of  all  the  above  projects.  To  the  losers 
and  those  who  failed  to  qualify  we  say — try  again  and  to  remember 
that  willingness  to  participate  is  the  important  aspect  of  these  projects. 
Willingness  of  members  to  participate  is  in  fact  the  keystone  of  Grange 
growth. 
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Near  the  close  of  the  year  we  sent  out  a  questionnaire  to  all  Lecturer* 
Among  other  things  we  asked  the  Lecturers  this  question— "What  can 
Mate  Grange  do  to  help  your  Subordinate  or  Pomona  Grange?" 

Answers  to  this  question  indicate  that  State  Grange  can  do  mueh  more 
r^HJ^  presently  being  done  to  improve  both  Pomona  and  SuborddnatI 
Granges.  The  legislative  committee  will  be  glad  to  know  that  there  h 
a  real  demand  for  action  looking  toward  better  rural  roads.  Tlie  GraniJp 
has  been  active  along  this  line  but  more  insistent  activity  seems  to  be 
necessary . 

Granges  also  would  like  to  have  more  information  concerning  the 
program  of  the  Grange  particularly  during  the  session  of  legislature  The 
solution  to  this  is  not  quite  so  simple  as  it  sounds.  It  requires  first  of  all 
a  definite  Grange  program  with  Grange  sponsored  legislation  plus  a 
tremendous  amount  of  work  by  someone  when  legislature  is  in  session. 

Grange  Lecturers  also  need  more  program  material.  Some  help  alonir 
^'?  „®  Yu"  ,^  ^o-rthcoming  soon.  We  are  publishing  a  new  Handbook 
This  Handbook  will,  we  expect,  be  ready  for  distribution  as  soon  as  the 
mailing  list  for  next  year  can  be  prepared. 

Many  Lecturers  would  like  program  material  monthly.    This  has  manv 
advantages  and  probably  should  be  done. 

o^  ^?J?m"*  Lecturers  seem  to  be  pretty  well  united  on  the  demand  for 
State  Officers  to  visit  each  Pomona  meeting.  This  seems  to  me  to  be 
sjmiething  that  might  be  worked  out.  Possibly  this  could  be  done  by  the 
Officers  or  someone  hired  by  the  Grange  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  attend 
Pomona  meetings.  In  addition  to  his  speaking  duties,  he  would  also  ne?d 
to  be  able  to  conduct  conferences  of  either  Masters  or  Lecturers.  Possibly 
the  committee  on  the  good  of  the  order  could  work  out  some  definite 
recommendation.  It  might  also  be  worth  noting  that  Subordinate  Granges 
want  and  should  have  a  representative  from  State  Grange  for  their  out- 
standing meetings. 

Many  Subordinate  Lecturers  feel  a  very  real  need  for  a  definite 
youth  program.  The  needs  of  our  rural  youth  must  not  be  neglected 
if  we  want  our  Grange  to  endure.  I  would  recommend  that  a  definite 
youth  program  be  prepared  and  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Worthy 
Master  for  its  proper  development  within  our  present  Grange  structure. 

There  is  also  a  real  demand  for  county  conferences  of  Grange  officers. 
Lecturers  are  also  anxious  for  a  resumption  of  the  State  wide  Lecturers 
Conference.  We  anticipate  holding  this  at  State  College  in  June  of  next 
year. 

The  questionnaire  also  revealed  a  need  for  improved  ritualistic  practice 
m  both  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges.  It  seems  that  we  might  well  ask 
each  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Grange  to  make  a  real  efTort  to  open  and 
close  their  meetings  without  the  use  of  the  manual. 

The  above  all  indicates  a  healthy  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Grang**. 
It  means  that  the  program  of  the  Grange  needs  wider  and  more  intensive 
publicity.  Increased  activity  is  one  of  the  necessary  items  in  the  program 
of  the  State  Grange.  How  we  are  to  do  all  of  the  things  needing  to  be  done 
is  the  real  problem.  Possibly  some  solution  may  be  arrived  at  before  we 
go  home  from  this  meeting. 

In  conclusion,  let  us  remember  that  we  in  the  Grange  represent 
the  most  useful  of  all  professions.  We  are  actual  producers  of  wealth. 
Our  everyday  activity  is  one  of  increasing  rather  than  reducing  the  world.«i 
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wealth.  This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  we  should  be  the  recipients  of 
our  share  of  the  National  income.  The  reverse  however  is  unfortunately 
true  and  today  we  are  presently  engaged  in  a  struggle  to  escape  economic 
servitude  imposed  through  various  forms  of  Government  subsidization. 
The  avoidance  of  this  threat  to  our  industry  can  come  through  organiza- 
tion and  study.  We  must  through  our  Grange  Lecture  hour  programs 
develop  an  understanding  of  the  basic  problems  confronting  agriculture. 
This  is  our  first  step — then  leadership  capable,  fearless  and  devoted  to 
agriculture  can  be  developed  from  among  ourselves. 

Thus  may  our  goal  to  true  freedom  be  attained.  The  task  will  not 
be  easy.  It  calls  for  the  sturdy  hearts  and  clear  thinking  which  is  the 
rightful  heritage  of  every  American,  the  American  ideal  of  freedom,  is 
deeply  rooted  in  the  farm  homes  of  America.  Let  us  use  our  Grange  to 
make  sure  that  the  roots  of  freedom  shall  not  be  destroyed.  We  can  then 
be  sure  that  Peace  and  Good  will  dwells  in  the  hearts  of  man  and  that 
America  in  war  or  in  Peace  shall  continue  to  be  the  land  of  free  men  and 
brave  hearts. 

Thus  may  we  rightfully  share  in  the  heritage  that  has  made  of  the 
American  Farm  Home  "The  brightest  and  happiest  spot  on  earth."

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  ASSISTANT  STEWARD 

Worthy  Masiter,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

In  presenting  this,  my  first  report,  I  wish  to  express  to  you  my  ap- 
preciation for  the  opportunity  of  serving  you  as  your  Assistant  Steward. 
I  deem  it  an  honor  and  a  privilege,  and  will  endeavor  to  fill  the  office  to  the 
best  of  my  ability,  I  will  be  glad  to  assist  the  Worthy  Steward  and  carry 
out  the  instructions  of  the  Worthy  Master. 

The  North  Western  Counties  of  our  State  were  greatly  handicapped 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  by  the  snow-blocked-roads.  We  were  unable 
to  get  our  car  home  from  the  last  meeting  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange 
until  March,  a  period  of  three  months.  However,  we  did  install  the  officers 
of  two  Subordinate  and  two  Juvenile  Granges.  These  conditions  plus  gas 
rationing  and  tire  shortage  greatly  curtailed  our  Grange  work. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  Lectures  Conference  could  not  be  held  at 
State  College  this  year  we  decided  to  hold  a  conference  of  Masters, 
Lectures,  Secretaries,  and  Juvenile  Matrons,  in  our  County,  with  State 
Master  Fullerton,  Brother  Gordon,  and  Sister  Workley  conducting.  The 
conference  was  held  April  28th.  It  was  well  attended  and  proved  to  be  of 
much  value.  Since  then  we  have  held  monthly  meetings  of  our  Subordinate 
Masters  to  study  Grange  work.  A  number  of  Masters  have  given  ns 
favorable  comments  and  we  have  noticed  an  improvement  in  our  Grange 
work  as  a  result  of  these  meetings. 

We  attended  the  Deputy  School  held  at  Harrisburg  and  also  visited  two 
neighboring  Counties. 

Wherever  we  have  attended  Grange  meetings  this  year  we  have  usual- 
ly found  an  alarming  lack  of  young  people  in  the  attendance.  Unless  some- 
thing is  done  to  remedy  this  condition  we  will  soon  loose  many  of  our 
Granges  and  our  membership  will  decline.  We  have  encouraged  youth 
activities  and  have  asked  that  each  Grange  in  our  County  appoint  a  youth 
Committee  to  work  with  the  young  people  in  their  community,  and  to  try 
to  interest  them  in  the  Grange  work.  At  the  present  time  we  are  re- 
organizing our  Crawford  County  Grange  Youth  Club.  This  Club  was 
very  popular  with  our  young  people  until  the  war  curtailed  its  activities. 

We  hope  that  some  plan  may  be  adopted  whereby  the  State  Officers 
can  visit  more  Granges  outside  of  their  own  Counties. 
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We  find  that  there  are  a  great  many  Grange  members  who  do  not 
know  the  names  of  our  State  or  National  Masters,  nor  are  they  informed 
as  to  the  activities  of  these  branches  of  our  order.  I  feel  this  to  be  a 
challenge  to  the  State  Officers  and  Deputies.  We  need  a  closer  contact 
between  the  State  and  Subordinate  Granges,  and  we  must  keep  our  mem- 
bers and  the  public  informed  as  to  the  aims,  objectives,  and  accomplish- 
ments of  our  Order. 

The  war  is  over  and  we  can  no  longer  use  it  as  an  excuse  for 
neglecting  our  Grange  work.  Let  us  resolve  to  add  about  20,000  mem- 
bers to  our  Grange  rolls  in  Pennsylvania,  and  build  our  membership  this 
year  to  an  increase  over  the  82,280  members  that  we  had  in  1927. 

If  we  would  take  that  many  members  into  our  Granges  and  make 
real  Grangers  out  of  them  the  Grange  would  reach  heights  of  value  and 
service  such  as  we  have  never  known.  "The  fields  are  white  unto  the 
Harvest."  Many  farmers  see  the  need  of  organization.  It  is  time  for  us 
to  act  now. 

Hoping  that  all  peoples  of  the  earth  will  enjoy,  "Peace  on  earth  and 
Good  Will  to  Men"  this  Christmas  season.  We  Fraternally  submit  this 
report  of  your  Assistant  Steward.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  SECRETARY 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Again  it  is  my  privilege  to  bring  to  you  the  report  of  the  Secretary 
for  the  past  Grange  year. 

It  has  been  a  busy  year  with  constantly  growing  demands  being  made 
upon  the  Secretary's  time,  not  only  by  the  Grange  but  by  other  organiza- 
tions as  well.  We  have  been  happy  to  be  of  any  service  to  agricultural 
grroups  whenever  possible  but  because  of  the  limited  amount  of  time  we 
have  been  unable  to  accept  some  invitations  to  attend  Pomona  meetings. 

We  would  express  our  appreciation  of  the  loyal  services  of  the  Subor- 
dinate Secretaries  who  bring  us,  through  their  quarterly  reports,  a  true 
picture  of  the  condition  of  the  order  throughout  the  State.  The  prompt 
collection  of  Subordinate  dues  is  an  item  which  contributes  materially  to  the 
stability  of  the  Grange  and  the  Secretaries,  as  well  as  Deputies  and  other 
officers,  have  made  a  real  contribution  toward  the  fine  gain  in  membership 
this  year. 

During  the  year,  one  new  Grange  was  organized.  No.  2033,  Bedford 
County,  by  Brother  George  Leonard,  with  35  Charter  members.  One  was 
reorganized.  No.  1341,  Jefferson,  by  State  Deputy  B.  H.  Dimit,  with  26 
members.    Six  Granges  were  charged  off  as  follows : 

Dormant:    No.  365,  Sullivan  and  No.  1866,  Lebanon. 

Disbanded:    No.  801,  Lycoming;  No.  1277,  Clearfield;  No.  1950,  West- 
moreland and  No.  1990,  Butler. 

On  October  1,  1945  we  had  708  Granges  with  a  total  membership  of 
65,841.    This  represents  a  net  gain  of  3,335  members. 

The  Granges  that  have  made  a  careful  study  of  their  territory  and  have 
presented  the  values  of  the  Grange  to  prospective  members  have  made 
some  remarkable  gains  in  membership.  However,  there  are  many  Granges 
that  have  not  been  able  to  hold  their  own  and  have  shown  a  loss  of  mem- 
bers for  the  year. 
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The  Pomona  Granges  and  the  State  Deputies  should  make  it  their 
business  to  assist  those  Subordinates  which  are  in  need  of  help  and  en- 
couragement.  With  losses  through  disinterest  and  unaffiliation  stopped,  we 
could  easily  make  a  gain  of  5000  members  this  next  year. 

The  Juvenile  Grange  has  also  grown  during  the  past  year.  • 

Twelve  new  Juvenile  Granges  were  organized  and  six  were  reorganized.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  GATEKEEPER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Again  we  are  at  the  end  of  another  year  of  Grange  work  and  it 
is  with  pleasure  that  I  give  you  the  report  of  what  I  have  been  privileged 
to  do  for  our  Order  and  to  bring  greetings  from  the  Patrons  of  Tioga 
County. 

Although  Grange  activities  have  been  carried  on  diligently  as  war 
time  conditions  would  permit,  it  has  been  hard  to  maintain  the  usual 
enthusiasm  of  our  membership,  together  with  the  scarcity  of  help  and  the 
long  hours  on  the  farm  which  has  been  reflected  in  a  smaller  attendance 
in  our  Grange  meetings.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  CERES 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Granige: 

The  War  is  over.  At  least  actual  fighting  has  ceased.  Now  comes 
the  great  struggle  for  a  workable  World  Peace,  a  peace  for  which  a 
terrible  war  was  fought  thirty  years  ago — only  to  be  followed  by  an  even 
more  terrible  one  just  ended.  There  can  be  no  peace  until  the  assump- 
tion fhat  peace  automatically  follows  the  end  of  hostilities,  is  known  to 
be  an  erroneous  one.  Peace  is  achieved  only  by  hard  work  and  under- 
standing. Even  before  negotiations  are  well  under  way,  the  ugly  head 
of  civil  war  is  raised  in  some  parts  of  the  world,  and  man's  inhumanity  to 
man  continues. 

The  World  Democracies  needed  and  produced  great  military  leaders 
during  this  terrible  strife.  Now  that  it  is  ended,  even  greater  men  and 
women  are  needed  to  negotiate  peace,  a  peace  in  which  national  selfishness 
and  aggrandizement  must  be  forgotten.  Consideration  should  be  given  the 
fact  that  the  World  is  shrinking  daily,  making  it  highly  necessary  that 
careful  and  earnest  consideration  be  given  the  problems  of  every  Nation, 
large  or  small,  if  a  lasting  and  just  peace  is  to  be  attained.  Im  creating 
such  a  peace,  the  calm  and  deliberate  voice  of  Agriculture  must  be  heard, 
for  Agriculture  contributed  much  in  lives,  man  power  and  food,  to  winning 
the  war.  Great  leaders  will  be  needed  just  as  urgently  in  this  postwar 
period  and  Agriculture  will  again  contribute  largely  to  this  leadership. 

If  future  wars  are  to  be  avoided,  war  must  be  made  unprofitable.  Just 
so  long  as  exhorbitant  wages,  salaries  and  industrial  profits  are  to  be  made 
at  the  horrible  expense  of  lives,  broken  bodies  and  ruined  homes, — ^just 
so  long  will  the  incentive  for  War  be  present. 

As  the  world  becomes  smaller  due  to  improved  modes  of  travel,  there 
must  be  a  better  understanding  of  the  problems  of  all  the  people  of  the 
world.  Each  one  of  us  has  a  portion  of  the  future  in  our  grasp  through 
our  children.  Their  understanding  and  tolerance  of  other  races  is  largely 
in  our  hands.  We  must  not  fail.  With  the  approach  of  the  Christmas 
season  comes  the  realization  that  there  can  be  no  Peace  on  Earth  urtil 
there  is  good  will  among  all  men. 

Because  of  a  long  and  serious  illness,  our  Grange  activities  have  of 
necessity,  been  very  limited.  We  did  however  participate  in  a  program 
of  the  Montgomery  County  Pomona  by  judging  the  dresses  made  by  the 
members  of  that  group  for  the  Home  Economics  project.  The  Home 
Economics   Committee   of  Lower  Bucks   and   Philadelphia  County  Pomona 
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j^22  made  and  contributed  the  sheaves  which  are  to  be  used  in  the  work 

of  the  6th  Degree. 

Through  the  office  of  Ceres,  Bucks  County  reports  continued  interest 

in  Grange  work  and  extends  best  wishes  to  this  State  Grange  Session.

C.  M.  Davidson  was  chosen  chairman  and  M.  C-  Stewart,  becre 
tarv  They  met  again  in  Harrisburg  on  January  9  and  10,  1945  with 
Worihy  M^t^r  W.^S.  Fullerton  presiding.  Brother  John  H.  Light  was 
installed  at  this  time  by  the  Worthy  Master. 

At  this  meeting  a  budget  was  set  up  for  the  current  year  and  adopted. 
At  this  meeting  Secretary  J.  K.  Mahood  ^^s  chosen  Legislative  Repre- 
sentative  at  a  salary  of  $800.00  per  year.

Your  Committee  met  again  July  9th  in  Harrisburg;  at  tl»s  meeting 
the  Secretary,  J.  K.  Mahood.  was  directed  to  collect  a  <=0Py  .»*  P""'.?^^ 
journal  of  proceedings  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  and  send  them 
to  Se  National  Grange  Building  in  Washington  to  be  placed  m  the  fire 
nroof  filing  cases.  At  this  meeting  Brother  James  C.  Farmer  of  tne 
National  Grange  met  with  the  committee  in  the  interest  of  the  National 
Grange   Casualty-Mutual  Insurance  Company. 

The  matter  of  funds  for  organization  work  was  discussed.     Also  Past 
NatiIJ:i  Mtt^r^.  J.  Taber  s^oke  in  the  ^-^er-t  ^the  ^^^^^^^^^^^ 
Traders  Life   Insurance   Company.     The  contract  between  the  Insurance 
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Company  and  the  State  Grange  was  given  over  with  the  increase  in  the 
volume  of  insurance  in  the  Grange.  Brother  Taber  said  they  would  bring 
the  payments  up  to  date. 

At  this  meeting  Treasurer  Brother  Phillip  Price  was  authorized  by 
the  Master  and  Committee  to  buy  $1500.00  United  States  Government 
Series  "F"  Bonds  using  the  general  funds. 

On  July  10th  the  Worthy  Master  and  Committee  visited  Clearfield 
County  on  invitation  from  Grangers  in  that  County.  The  Committee  met 
again  in  Clearfield  on  August  13th  when  members  of  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  Grangers  of  Clearfield  County  chose  Clearfield  as  the  place  of 
holding  the  1945  Annual  Meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  ECONOMICS  COMMITTEE 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Five  major  projects  were   outlined  by   your  State  Home   Economics 
Committee  for  their  program  of  work  for  1946.    The  projects  were: 

1.  An  attractive  and  comfortable  Grange  Hall. 

2.  Hospitality. 

3.  A  definite  recreational  program  designed  primarily  to  interest  young 
people. 

4.  Increased  interest  in  the  home,  its  attractiveness  and  the  heaWh  and 
happiness  of  its  members. 

5.  Active  community  interest. 

Reports  sent  in  from  Subordinate  Granges  throughout  the  State  in- 
dicate the  extent  of  accomplishment  in  the  outlined  projects  as  follows : 
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1.  Many  Granges  have  reported  definite  improvement  in  their  hallg. 
Others  have  money  raised  or  plans  under  way  bo  redecorate  equip, 
ment  or  otherwise'  improve  the  hall. 

2.  The  Home  Economics  Committees  have  in  a  majority  of  the  Granges, 
functioned  at  a  hospitality  committee,  g-reeting  members  and  guests, 
reminding  absentees  that  they  were  missed,  and  keeping  in  touch 
with  members  unable  to  attend.  We  commend  such  a  practice  as  one 
that  increases  the  warmth  and  friendliness  of  the  Grange  and  thereby 
increase  attendance. 

3.  Along  recreational  lines,  we  find  a  revived  interest  in  drama  arid 
music.  Granges  have  given  their  halls  for  various  recreational 
gatherings.  The  Granges  have  occasional  meetings  of  a  purely 
recreational  nature.  As  yet,  however,  only  a  few  Granges  have 
adopted  a  definite  recreational  program  adequate  to  the  needs  of 
the  Grange  or  community. 

4.  Many  programs  were  held  in  cooperation  with  the  lecturer  related 
to  home-making  and  family  life  including  child  training,  nutrition, 
health,  food  preservation  and  freezing,  clothing,  home  decoration 
and  safety  in  the  home. 

5.  Granges  have  shown  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  with  churches, 
schools  and  local  groups  interested  in  community  welfare.  They 
sihowed  unabated  interest  in  calls  related  to  national  defense  and 
public  welfare. 

Two  contests  were  sponsored  by  the  Home  Economics  Committee; 
a  National  House  Dress  contest  and  a  State  Accessory  contest.  A  splendid 
interest  was  shown  in  these.  In  most  cases  Pomona  offered  prizes  in  the 
preliminary  county  contest.  Prize  winning  exhibits  from  the  counties  have 
been  on  exhibit  during  this  convention  at  the  Grange  Headquarters  Hotel. 

We  congratulate  Mrs.  Frances  Zerby  Condo  of  Centre  County  on 
winning  the  National  award  in  the  house  dress  contest.  Honorable  Mention 
is  due  Mrs.  Nellie  Courtney  of  Mercer  County  and  Mrs.  Warren  Webster 
of  Chester  County. 

Winners  in  the  State  Accessory  Contest  are:  : 

1.  Mercer  County. 

2.  Chester  and  Delaware  Counties. 

3.  Lehigh  and  Northampton  Counties. 

4.  Lower  Bucks  and  Philadelphia  Counties.

We  believe  that  a  truly  good  Patron  of  Hus^bandry  isihould  abide  by 
the  standards  as  set  f*orth  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  our  order. 

We  also  feel  that  we  should  be  aleit  to  make  adjustments  in  our 
constitution  which  we  might  find  neceissary  to  promote  the  general  wel- 
fare and  stimulate  our  people  in  the  further  growth  of  our  order. 

Doubtless,  our  Constitution  was  sufficient  to  the  needs  of  the  people 
at  the  time  of  its  conception.  We  must  keep  it  so  by  constantly  studying 
and  adjus'ting  it  to  meet  the  needs  of  its  patrons  a®  they  go  forth  in  a 
changing  world.

Resolution  No.  2.     Presented  by  Bradford  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  23 

Whereas,  The  procedure  in  electing  officers  requires  that  a  majority  of 
all  the  votes  polled  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice,  it  often 
necesisitates  balloting  several  times  when  there  is  more  than  two  candi- 
dates, thus  prolonging  Subordinate  Grange  meetings  to  unreasonable  hours; 
and 

Whereas,  The  procedure  in  electing  State  Grange  officers  by  voting  for 
a  first,  second,  and  third  choice  is  complicated  and  not  thorougihly  under- 
stood by  delegates  or  tellers,  many  fail  to  indicate  second  or  third  choice, 
or  tellers  do  not  give  proper  credit  to  candidates,  it  is  sometimes  necessary 
to  ballot  the  second  time  after  many  of  the  delegates  have  departed  for 
home,  thus  fi/nal  results  are  not  always  the  popular  choice  of  all  the 
delegates, 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Grange  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"All  elections  authorized  by  the  constitution  of  the  State 
Grange  or  by  the  By-Laws  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  shall  be 
by  ballot,  and  the  candidate  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
poled  shall  constitute  a  choice." 
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Further  Resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  presented  at  the  next  State 
Grange  meeting  at  Clearfield,  Pennsylvania. 

Not  approved  by  the  Committee  for  the  following  reason:  The  principle 
of  the  resolution  is  undemocratic  as  the  majority  does  not  have  the  op- 
portunity to  rule. 

Action    of    the    Committee    sustained. 

Resolution  No.  9 — Presented  by  Lower  Bucks  Pomona  No.  22 

In  order  that  the  resolutions  presented  to  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange  may  be  properly  considered  and  voted  upon  by  the  delegate  body, 
all  resolutions  m  the  hands  of  the  secretary  ten  days  before  the  annual 
convention,  shall  be  mimeographed  and  distributed  to  the  delegates  as  they 
register. 

Approved  by  the  Committee. 

Action  of  the  Committee  not  approved  and  the  resolution  was  lost. 

Resolution  No.  27 — Presented  by  Beaver  County  Pomona  No.  66 

The  Resolution  Committee  of  the  Beaver  County  Pomona  Grange, 
#66,  recommends  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  Juvenile  Superin- 
tendent and  Deputies  consider  the  advisability  of  adopting  a  plan  where- 
by the  State  Dues  of  the  Juvenile  Granges  could  be  included  on  the  check 
and  quarterly  reports  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  to  assure  prompt  pay- 
ment of  dues  and  reports. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  this  resolution  be  referred  to  the 
Juvenile  Superintendent  and  Deputies  for  study. 

Action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  16 — Presented  by  Mercer  County  Pomona  No.  25 
Offered  by  the  Committee  as  a  substitute  for  resolutions  No.  1,  25,  17,  36,  42 

Whereas,  The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  always  convenes  after 
National  Grange  and  resolutions  submitted  and  approved  by  Pehnsylvania 
State  Grange  do  not  have  consideration  by  the  National  Grange  until 
eleven  months  afterward,  and 

Whereas,  The  present  accustomed  date  for  State  Grange  nearly  always 
comes  in  disagreeable  weather  with  hazardous  road  conditions  for  those  who 
travel  long  listances, 

Therefore  Be  It  Resolved,  That  Mercer  County  Pomona  Grange  #26, 
go  on  record  to  amend  Article  6  Section  I  of  the  Constitution  of  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Grange  to  read:  The  State  Grange  shall  hold  regular  meet- 
ings on  the  Fourth  Tuesday  of  October  at  such  place  as  the  Grange  may 
determine  from  time  to  time. 

Approved  by  the  Committee. 

It  was  moved  by  Sister  Elizabeth  Millard  that  the  vote  on  this  resolu- 
tion be  taken  by  paper  ballot.    Motion  was  lost. 

The  resolution  was  approved  by  more  than  two  thirds  of  the  delegates 
voting  and  the  Constitutional  Amendment  was  adopted. 
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At  ten  o'clock,  Governor  Edward  Martin  was  introduced  by  State 
Master  Fullerton.  Governor  Martin,  in  a  stirnng  address,  emphasized  the 
value  of  farm  homes  to  our  Country,  implored  farm  people  to  take  a 
broader  interest  in  Government  and  stressed  the  need  of  sound  legislation 
and  just  tax  distribution  in  Pennsylvania.

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CO-OPERATION,  INSURANCE 

AND  RURAL  ELECTRIFICATION 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

This  committee  wishes  to  submit  the  following  report:  COOPERA- 
TION: We  believe  that  the  backbone  of  Pennsylvania  Agriculture  is  the 
family  size  farm  and  that  such  farms  are  at  a  disadvantage  unless  they 
have  benefits  of  cooperative  organizations  which  will  make  them  as  efficient 
as  the  factory  type  farm. 

Therefore,  we  believe  that  all  bonafide  farmer  owned  production  and 
marketing  Cooperatives  should  have  the  continued  active  support,  en- 
couragement and  protection  by  the  Grange  and  its  membership  which  they 
have  had  in  the  past,  and  should  be  protected  and  defended  from  unjust 
attacks,  unfair  taxation  and  discriminatory  legislation. 

INSURANCE:  We  believe  that  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange;  The 
Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company;  The  National  Grange 
Mutual  Liability  Company;  and  our  Grange  Fire  Insurance  Companies 
have  been  doing  an  outstanding  work  in  their  respective  fields  and  merit 
the  prestige  they  have  gained,  and  we  feel  that  the  advantages  which 
arc  offered  by  these  worthwhile  cooperatives  should  be  more  widely  used. 

RURAL  ELECTRIFICATION:  We  believe  that  Rural  Electrification 
has  brought  greater  hope  of  better  living  conditions  to  the  farmer  than 
any  other  one  act  in  many  years  and  that  the  extenstion  of  Rural  Electrifi- 
cation should  be  promoted  as  rapidly  as  consistent  with  sound  business 
methods.

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Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

In  times  past  the  report  of  the  conservation  committee  was  confined 
to  the  conserving  of  our  Forest  and  Mineral  resources,  but  of  later  years 
has  reached  into  wider  fields. 

Prosperity  comes  from  the  production  of  wealth  and  any  program  that 
retards  the  production  of  wealth  is  unsound.  All  wealth  comes  either 
directly  or  indirectly  from  the  animal,  mineral  or  vegetable  kingdoms 
and  these  are  directly  dependent  on  one  another. 

The  drain  of  war  on  our  exhaustible  natural  resources  such  as 
minerals,  oils  and  timber  has  been  stupendous.  Because  we  were  organized 
to  make  quick  use  of  them,  we  have  given  freely  of  this  irreplacable 
wealth  to  our  allies  and  the  time  is  at  hand  when  we  must  take  careful 
stock  of  our  remaining  assets  and  develop  a  program  of  conservation 
that  will  prevent  needless  waste  and  make  us  secure  in  future  genera- 
tions. 

Our  most  valuable  natural  resource  is  our  soil,  and  the  wastage  of 
our  soil  resources,  whether  it  be  erosion,  strip  mining,  or  removal  of 
fertility  without  replacement  is  our  greatest  loss.  If  we  are  properly  con- 
cerned about  the  welfare  of  generations  to  come,  the  preservation  of  our 
soils  may  be  termed  our  greatest  State  and  National  problem.  We  believe 
the  best  conservation  of  the  soil  is  home  ownership  by  a  competent  fanner 
who  loves  the  land,  and  probably  no  national  policy  will  render  better  serv- 
ice to  generations  to  come  than  promoting  farmer  ownership  and  the 
family  sized  farm. 

The  income  must  be  such  as  to  permit  proper  care  and  provide  a 
comfortable  farm  home  with  educational  and  social  opportunities  such 
that  they  attract  and  hold  in  the  farming  industry,  men  and  women  of 
sufficient  ability  to  make  a  success  of  farming. 

Farming  is  a  business.  It  is  entitled  to  receive  the  same  considera- 
tion, and  no  more,  as  any  other  respectable  business.  It  should  stand 
upon  its  ovm  feet  with  the  pride  of  self-help  and  not  as  a  governmental 
charity.  That  is  the  nation's  number  one  defense  against  future  want 
During  the  past  several  years  we  have  made  great  progress  in  improv- 
ing our  cultural  practices.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  educational  coopera- 
tion of  our  Agricultural  Extension  service. 

As  a  permanent  policy  it  does  not  seem  desirable  to  pay  farmers  for 
what  they  should  be  doing  in  their  own  best  interest.  The  program  of 
continuous  governmental  support  for  the  farmer  during  a  peace-time 
economy  means  the  destruction  of  everything  that  makes  farming  attractive 
as  a  way  of  life.  Eventually  it  will  result  in  the  utter  destruction  of  that 
liberty  and  independence  which  have  made  farmers  the  bulwark  of  our 
nation.  We  should  have  an  immediate  return  to  that  economic  freedom 
which  permits  the  farmer  to  determine  for  himself  what  and  how  much 
to  produce.  The  farmer  should  accept  responsibility  for  his  own  decisions. 
Prices  should  be  determined  by  the  law  of  supply  and  demarid.  The  use 
of  such  prices  as  the  base  for  determining  equitable  economic  relations 
with  other  groups,  offers  the  only  adequate  and  enduring  basis  for  a  solu- 
tion of  the  problem  of  equity  for  the  farmer  and  prosperity  for  all 
classes. 


Projrrams  which  have  as  their  objective  the  prevention  of  soil  wastage 
should  not  be  combined  with  production  or  marketing  control.  Hundreds 
of  acres  of  some  of  the  most  fertile  land  is  being  wilfully  and  totally 
destroyed  by  strip  mining.  In  our  State  Legislature  during  the  last 
session,  a  bill  was  presented,  but  owing  to  powerful  influences  against  this 
bill  the  intent  of  this  bill  was  taken  out  and  as  it  was  passed  was  practical- 
ly meaningless.  The  Grange  should  lead  in  a  State-wide  educational  pro^ 
gram  to  prevent  such  destructive  practices.  Usually  it  is  found  that  it 
is  possible  to  secure  the  support  of  other  groups  if  a  well  organized  edu- 
cational campaign  is  conducted.  Let  us  put  the  Grange  squarely  behind 
such  movements  in  the  general  interest  of  public  welfare. 

War  time  demands  have  put  a  severe  strain  on  our  timber  resources; 
they  have  not  altered  the  basic  trends.  Measures  that  will  result  in 
adequate  future  supplies  of  forest  products,  therefore,  must  be  directed 
towards  the  prevention  of  future  reduction  of  the  forest  capital  or  grow- 
ing stock. 

In  general,  the  most  effective  ways  of  bringing  current  growth  into 
balance  with  timber  drain  involve  better  cutting  practices,  better  utiliza- 
tion of  the  harvested  timber,  better  protection  of  forests  against  fire  and 
other  destructive  agents,  improvement  in  forest  land  taxation  and  better 
land  classification  and  use. 

"America  always — and  today  probably  more  than  ever — needs  pro- 
pressive  rural  leadership.  The  Grange,  with  its  history  of  nearly  eighty 
years  of  rural  service,  can  contribute  in  a  large  measure,  toward  the  meet- 
ing of  this   need."

Whereas,  The  river  in  the  west  branch  valley  of  the  Susquehanna 
River  has  been  subject  to  many  disastrous  floods  and  will  continue  to  be 
subject  to  such  disastrous  floods  until  flood  control  dams  have  been  proper- 
ly located  and  built  on  the  tributaries  of  this  river.    And 

Whereas,  Such  dams  and  the  waters  held  back  by  such  dams  can  be 
located  in  this  locality  on  waste  land  that  is  not  good  for  any  other  purpose. 
And 
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Whereas,  The  Federal  Government  has  announced  the  intention  of 
building:  flood  control  dams  in  numerous  localities  throughout  the  United 
States.     And 

Whereas,  Such  dams  will  prevent  disastrous  floods. 

Now,  Therefore  Be  It  Resolved,  That  this  Grange  petition  Congress, 
through  its  duly  elected  Senators  and  Representative  in  Congress,  to  locate 
and  build  such  dams  on  the  tributaries  of  the  west  branch  of  the  Susque- 
hanna River. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  we  petition  the  Pennsylvania  Assembly 
to  ask  the  United  States  Congress  to  make  such  flood  control  in  Pennsyl- 
vania.

Resolution  No.  37— Presented  by  Pleasant  Valley  Grange  No.  1074 

Whereas,  The  Engineers  of  the  United  States  Army,  following  a 
survey,  has  recommended  the  construction  of  two  mammoth  dams  on  the 
Lackawaxen  and  Dyberry  rivers  for  flood  control,  and 

Whereas,  The  residents  and  home-owners  in  these  two  large  fertile 
valleys  would  be  required  to  remove  their  homes  and  other  buildings,  in- 
cluding the  Pleasant  Valley  Grange  building  and  business  places,  destroy- 
ing taxable  values  for  township  and  county  purposes,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  believed  that  the  construction  of  several  smaller  dams 
and  the  widening  and  dredging  of  the  rivers,  would  serve  as  sufiicient  flood 
control  to  prevent  loss  of  life  and  the  destruction  of  property,  without 
requiring  the  removal  of  any  property  or  buildings,  or  the  loss  of  taxable 
values,  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  no  survey  of  the  possible  protection  and 
flood  control  by  the  use  of  small  dams  and  widening  and  dredging  of  the 
Lackawaxen  and  Dyberry  rivers,  and 

Whereas,  The  construction  of  several  small  dams  and  the  rebuildingr 
of  other  dams,  would  save  millions  of  dollars  in  Federal  costs  for  the  pro- 
posed structures,  as  well  as  saving  the  taxable  values  of  the  present  farms 
and  businesses  to  the  townships  and  county. 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  we,  of  the  Pleasant  Valley  Grange  #1074,  of 
Dyberrv  Township,  Wayne  County,  Pennsylvania,  protest  the  construction 
of  these  huge  dams  until  it  is  determined  that  no  other  method  of  flood 
control  will  prevent  the  future  destruction  of  life  and  property  in  the 
Lackawaxen  and  Dyberry  valleys.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  JUVENILE  GRANGES 

Worthy  Master,  Oflficers  and  Members  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

There  never  was  a  time  when  it  was  as  important  to  train  boys  and 
girls  for  leadership  as  today.  Youth  need  to  be  trained  to  think,  to  vocahze 
their  thinking  and  to  follow  the  thoughts  vnth  the  proper  action. 


It  is  important  that  they  learn  to  properly  evaluate  the  situation  in 
which  they  find  themselves  and  to  lay  a  foundation  for  firm  convictions 
which  will  mold  their  lives  into  a  purposeful  pattern.  Therefore,  it  is 
a  challenge  to  us  to  train  boys  and  girls  for  leadership.  We  should  be  able 
to  say,  "This  is  what  a  Juvenile  Grange  will  do  for  your  boys  and  girls: 

1.  It  will  give  them  good  training  in  Grange  procedure  and  parliament- 
ary practices. 

2.  It  will  train  them  to  stand  up,  look  the  world  in  the  face  and  ex- 
press their  thoughts  in  clear  and  simple  language. 

3.  It  will  teach  them  ta  work  with  others. 

4.  It  will  tie  them  more  closely  to  the  Grange,  make  them  feel  a  part 
of  the  community  in  which  they  live  and  a  part  of  the  earth  with 
which  they  work." 

If  we  are  to  accomplish  this  we  must  meet  certain  requirements  our- 
selves, among  which  are  the  following: 

1.  Be  careful  to  select  as  Matrons,  women  who  are  well  versed  in 
Grange  procedure  and,  we  should  have  to  place  in  their  hands,  a  book  of 
Parliamentary  procedure,  simple  enough  for  a  Juvenile  Grange  Master  to 
comprehend. 

2.  We  should  promote  through  Pomona  and  State  Grange,  contests; 
which  will  develop  the  contestants'  latent  ability  and  make  them  a  function- 
ing part  of  the  larger  Grange  unit. 

3.  Subordinate  Masters  should  assume  more  responsibility  for  their 
Juvenile  Granges  and  see  that  there  are  adequate  facilities  to  carry  out 
the  activities  of  the  Juvenile  Grange.  Meeting  places  should  be  im- 
proved all  over  the  State.  The  problem  of  better  meeting  places  for 
Juvenile  Granges  is  one  which  the  Home  Economics  Committees  might  well 
consider. 

There  is  a  definite  need  for  a  well  developed  and  correlated  program 
for  Juvenile  Granges;  one  which  sets  up  certain  requirements,  which 
should  be  rewarded  by  recognition  at  the  annual  State  Grange  Session. 
State,  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges  should  be  willing  to  support  the 
whole  Juvenile  Program  with  their  money,  thought  and  effort.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MASTER'S  ADDRESS 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

We,  the  members  of  this  committee,  having  thoughtfully  studied  the 
Master's  address,  and  having  referred  certain  portions  of  it  to  the  vanous  • 
committees  for  their  special  attention,  submit  the  following  comments: 


We  wish  to  commend  our  Master  for  this  fine  address  and  suggest 
that  every  Granger  study  it  and  become  acquainted  with  the  policies  of  the 
Grange  as  outlined  by  our  Master. 

Now  that  peace  is  here,  we  agree  and  urge  each  individual  to  work 
just  as  hard  in  securing  an  everlasting  peace  as  he  did  to  win  the  war. 
We  wish  to  commend  our  Master  in  restating  the  Grange  opposition  to  sub- 
sidies in  lieu  of  a  fair  price.  If  we  are  to  have  true  prosperity  each  must 
bear  his  share  of  the  burden  and  reap  his  fair  share  of  the  gain. 

We  concur  with  the  Worthy  Master  that  there  appears  to  be  a  need 
for  continued  full  production  but  that  we  should  not  lose  sight  of  the 
need  for  the  conservation  of  our  lands.  Also,  we  recognize  the  need  for 
research  in  different  industrial  uses  of  farm  products,  so  that  farm  sur- 
pluses will  never  cause  an  unbalanced  farm  income. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  contrary  to  the  belief 
of  some,  the  farm  labor  situation  is  materially  unchanged.  This  condition 
will  continue  until  agricultural  income  is  such  that  we  can  compete  some- 
what nearer  to  the  industrial  wage  scale. 

We  heartily  agree  with  our  Worthy  Master  when  he  said  there  was 
an  urgent  need  for  more  Juvenile  Granges.  These  Juveniles  of  today 
will  be  our  Grangers  of  tomorrow.  We  wish  to  urge  that  Pennsylvanians 
adopt  as  their  "Grange  Day"  project  the  repairing  and  beautifying  of  their 
Grange  property. 

We  all  favor  an  adequate  national  defense  but  we  concur  in  thought 
with  the  National  Grange,  that  an  adequate  standing  army  can  be  built 
by  voluntary  enlistments  rather  than  peace  time  conscription.  At  least  this 
plan  should  be  given  a  thorough  trial. 

We  believe  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  rendered  a  great  serv- 
ice for  its  members  in  making  available,  group  hospitalization.  It  is  now 
up  to  each  subordinate  to  perform  this  service. 

We  urge  each  patron  to  study  thoughtfully  the  program  of  the  National 
Grange  as  outlined  by  our  Worthy  Master. 

We  believe  that  never  has  there  been  a  greater  need  for  organization 
of  Agricultural  people  than  in  these  fast  moving  times.  In  the  face  of 
Grange  accomplishments  during  three  quarters  of  a  century,  we  believe 
this  order  merits  your  support  and  the  united  strength  of  all  rural  people.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

During  our  recent  national  crisis,  the  farmers  and  their  families 
assumed  the  burden  of  production  without  strikes  or  slow  downs,  producing 
sufficient  commodities  for  the  armed  forces,  the  home  front  and  lend- 
lease,  in  spite. of  the  shortage  of  labor  and  farm  machinery.     As  many 
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boys  return  to  the  farms  and  living  approaches  pre-war  conditions,  there 
may  be  a  tendency  to  over-production  of  agricultural  products  which  will 
bring  about  a  decline  of  prices  and  thus  lower  the  buying  power  of  the 
farmers,  seriously  menacing  the  standard  of  living  and  the  general  health 
and  welfare  of  rural  communities. 

As  all  prosperity  springs  from  the  brown  soil  and  as  agriculture  is 
the  great  profession  to  lift  the  greatest  amount  of  wealth  from  the  earth, 
it  becomes  necessary  that  the  tillers  of  the  soil,  through  the  Grange  and 
other  recognized  agricultural  organizations,  realize  the  expediency  of  com- 
plete  cooperation  to  fulfill  the  great  command  of  "Love  Thy  Neighbor"; 
therefore  a  sound  farm  program  on  basic  principles  must  be  recognized. 

The  National  Grange  Platform  for  agriculture  suggests  a  Surplus 
Commodity  Commission  to  be  provided  with  a  sufficient  "stock  of  remedies" 
for  emergency  action  to  meet  the  inevitable  surpluses  in  an  economy  of 
balanced  abundance. 

Producers'  quotas  and  marketing  quotas,  when  approved  by  the  growers 
and  producers  in  a  referendum,  should  be  provided  for  preventing  surpluses 
from  creating  market  gluts. 

Men  of  the  soil  who,  definitely  knowing  the  basic  principles  of  agri- 
culture, are  the  only  people  qualified  to  conduct  many  of  these  phases  of 
activity  and  should  be  endorsed  by  the  Grange  for  these  positions  of  re- 
sponsibility and  then  supported  solidly  by  the  organization. 

Again  100%  cooperation  in  both  marketing  and  purchasing  farmer  or- 
ganizations is  the  first  requirement  in  bringing  about  stablization. 

An  equitable  share  of  the  national  wealth  must  be  secured  for  the 
farmer  to  assure  cost  of  production  plus  a  reasonable  profit  on  his  enormous 
investment.  He  should  be  assured  the  same  compensation  for  his  labor  per 
hour  as  factory  or  office  worker.  Also  should  be  assured  the  same  social 
security  as  any  other  citizen. 

Better  facilities  of  crop  insurance  should  be  made  available  so  as  to 
protect  the  farmer  from  the  hazardous  risks  of  nature. 

We  favor  a  consolidation  of  farm  lending  agencies,  and  also  of  bureaus 
connected  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

We  also  favor  the  Federal  statute  making  standard  time  mandatory  in 
all  sections  of  the  United  States. 

The  research  in  the  sciences  of  production  and  processing  should  be 
strongly  emphasized  to  develop  new  and  expanded  uses  of  farm  producte 
and  by-products.  Further  research  should  be  continued  in  the  fields  ol 
plant  life  as  new  crops,  grasses,  and  better  weed  control,  also  in  the  use 
of  drugs  for  the  eradication  of  Bangs  and  other  animal  diseases,  and  in 
the  field  of  artificial  breeding. 

Agricultural  education  in  the  Public,  Elementary,  and  High  Schools,  i» 
urged  to  advance  the  standards  of  rural  living.  This  should  definitely 
include  farm  skills,  home  economics,  and  activities  which  vnll  develop  rurai 
appreciation. 

We  favor  further  expansion  of  the  farm  to  market  road  system^ 
order  to  reduce  the  farmers  marketing  costs  and  to  promote  the  generw 
welfare  of  farm  communities. 


Recognizing  that  that  economic  stability  depends  on  a  balance  of 
wealth  and  that  it  becomes  necessary  to  have  approximately  one-seventh 
of  the  national  income  in  the  hands  of  the  farmer,  we  advocate  that  the 
Grange  promote  a  program  of  newspaper  publicity  which  will  inform  our 
urban  neighbors  as  to  the  importance  of  this  economic  balance,  even  though 
it  require  raising  additional  funds  by  higher  dues  or  otherwise.

Resolution  No.  3 — Presented  by  Lower  Bucks  Pomona  No.  22 

Whereas,  Price  ceilings  and  subsidies  have  created  artificial  economic 
conditions  in  agricultural  production  and  marketing,  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  announced  by  our  Stabilization  Director  that  all 
agricultural  subsidies  are  to  be  dropped  by  June  30th, 

Therefore  Be  It  Resolved,  That  we  ask  that  price  ceilings  be  removed 
at  the  time  that  subsidies  are  dropped,  and 

Further  Be  It  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  be  sent  to 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Clinton  Anderson,  and  also  to  our  representatives 
in  the  United  States  Congress,  and  to  State  Grange. 

Not  approved  by  the  Committee  in  its  present  form. 

We  favor  the  removal  of  subsidies  but  do  inot  favor  the  removal  of  all 
price  ceilings  at  once.

Whereas,  it  has  recently  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  public  that 
an  ever  increasing  amount  of  sugar  is  being  allotted  to  the  manufacturers 
of  alcoholic  liquor.  That  an  increase  of  nearly  50,000,000  pounds  a  year 
has  gone  their  way  each  year  since  1941  or  a  total  of  183,936,092  pounds 
was  used  in  1944,  while  candy,  ice  cream,  and  soft  drinks  have  nearly  dis- 
appeared from  the  markets,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  that  we  petition  that  a  large  portion  of  the  sugar  now  going 
to  these  manufacturers  for  the  making  of  alcoholic  liquors  which  ruins 
homes,  debauches  fathers  and  mothers,  curses  our  young  people,  and  causes 
little  children  to  suffer,  be  reverted  to  the  manufacture  of  wholesome  foods 
and  home  consumption. 

Furthermore  Be  it  Resolved,  that  as  our  service  men  gave  their  best 
to  win  the  war  and  make  America  a  liveable  place,  that  ships  needed  to 
transfer  them  and  their  families  back  to  the  homeland  be  used  for  that 
purpose  and  not  for  shipping  Scotch  whiskey  or  cognac.

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Resolution  No.  19 — Presented  by  Potter  County  Pomona  No.  54 

Resolved,  that  we  are  opposed  to  advertising  of  alcoholic  beverages 
over  the  radio  and  in  our  magazines.

Resolution  No.  21 — Presented  by  Potter  County  Pomona  No.  54 

Resolved,  that  unpaved  country  roads  be  given  consideration  before 
large  sums  of  money  are  appropriated  for  super  highways.

Resolution  No.  29 — Presented  by  Allegheny  County  Pomona  No.  42 

Whereas,  the  widespread  dumping  of  garbage  and  refuse  along  our 

highways  and  on  private  properties  has  in  localities  become  a  prevalent 

practice,  marring  our  landscape  and  constituting  a  health  hazard,  be  it 
hereby 

Resolved,  that  Allegheny  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  42,  assembled  in 
regular  session  December  1,  1945,  go  on  record  as  protesting  this  practice. 

Approved  by  the  committee.

Resolution  No.  33 — Presented  by  Millburn  Grange  No.  1647,  Mercer  Countjr 

Resolved,  that  the  Pennsylvania  Game  Commission  should  remove  the 
closed  season  on  woodchuck,  or  groundhog,  as  they  have  become  very  plenti- 
ful and  are  causing  great  damage  to  farmers  by  digging  large  holes  in 
meadows  and  making  it  extremely  dangerous  for  cattle  and  horses. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  36 — Presented  by  Susquehanna  Pomona  No.  7 

Whereas,  the  dairymen  of  this  section  are  becoming  more  and  more  af- 
fected by  Bangs  Disease,  and 

Whereas,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will  not  allow  calf-hood  vac- 
cination under  the  present  area  test  law. 

Therefore  Be  it  Resolved,  that  we,  Pomona  Grange  No.  7,  ask  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  to  amend  the  present  law  on  area  testing  to  permit 
all  dairymen  to  vaccinate  calves  against  Bangs  Disease  at  the  State's  ex- 
pense, and  also  that  this  resolution  be  sent  to  our  State  Grange. 

Not  approved  by  the  committee  as  the  area  test  plan  does  not  give  close 
enough  supervision. 

Action  sustained. 
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Whereas,  agriculture  is  an  indispensable  industry,  providing  employ- 
ment for  vast  numbers  of  workers  engaged  in  producing  goods  upon  which 
life  actually  depends,  and 

Whereas,  the  returns  to  the  agricultural  producer  or  laborer  does  not 
have  the  same  dollar  value  as  the  goods  which  he  purchases,  and 

Whereas,  an  attempted  adjustment  in  value  is  now  made  thrpugh  the 
use  of  subsidies  offered  to  the  agricultural  producer. 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  Pomona  Grange  No.  49  go  on  record  in  recom- 
mending to  State  Grange  in  annual  session  that  resolution  be  offered  to  our 
law  making  bodies  removing  all  subsidies  and  priorities  now  in  effect, 
thereby  relieving  our  returned  veterans  and  generations  of  the  future  from 
said  indebtedness  now  incurred  by  present  legislation,  advocating  a  "pay  as 
you  go"  policy.

Resolution  No.  20 — Presented  by  Potter  County  Pomona  No.  54 

Resolved  that  the  blood  test  for  Bangs  Disease  among  cattle  be  made 

compulsory  throughout  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Not  approved  by  the  committee  as  newer  methods  of  control  may  prove 
to  be  the  answer.  Subject  is  treated  in  general  report  of  the  committee.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

The  National  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  recently  released  its  publica- 
tion embodying  the  data  of  a  survey  on  the  economic  value  of  eductaion. 
This  report  points  out,  encontrovertably,  that  incomes,  savings,  living  stand- 
ards and  cultural  pursuits  are  higher  in  the  areas  where  educational  stand- 
ards are  highest.  Where  schools  are  good,  rents  are  higher,  more  premium 
foodstuffs  are  purchased,  more  telephones  are  in  use,  more  savings  accounts 
accumulate,  and  more  children  go  to  college.  This  report  also  shows  that 
there  are  fewer  farm  mortgages,  less  tenancy,  better  machines  and  live- 
stock and  more  home  conveniences  in  areas  of  high  educational  standards. 

The  Grange  founders  anticipated  all  this,  for  they  wrote  into  the  very 
sinews  of  the  Grange  that  one  of  its  principles  should  be  "to  foster  educa- 
tion." In  the  Declaration  of  Purposes  of  the  order  occurs  this  significent 
paragraph:  "We  shall  advance  the  cause  of  education  among  ourselves,  and 
for  our  children,  by  all  just  means  within  our  power.  We  especially  advocate 
for  our  agricultural  and  industrial  colleges  that  practical  agriculture,  do- 
mestic science  and  the  arts  which  adorn  the  home  be  taught  in  their  courses 
of  study."  Thus  we  have  both  precedent  and  commission  to  espouse  the 
cause  of  education. 

In  past  years  there  have  been  many  inequalities  in  educational  oppor- 
tunities between  urban  and  rural  children.  This  has  been  due,  in  great 
measure,  (1)  to  the  need  for  farm  children  to  work  on  the  farm,  (2)  to 
vastly  underpaid  teachers,  (3)  to  small  school  units  that  could  not  afford 
the  excellent  facilities  provided  for  city  children,  and  finally,  to  the  failure 
of  the  state  to  adequately  distribute  the  resources  of  the  state. 

Gradually  many  of  these  injustices  have  been  corrected  and  Act  403  of 
the  1945  Legislature  has  made  rural  school  teaching  both  attractive  and  de- 
sirable. The  Legislature,  and  especially  the  Grange  members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, are  to  be  commended  for  their  support  of  the  legislation.  There  are, 
however,  some  important  defects  in  the  Act  which  may  deprive  many  rural 
high  schools  of  the  special  services  which  are  now  provided,  and  more  fully 
provided  to  large  school  systems.  The  distribution  of  subsidy  by  the  state  is 
based  on  teaching  units,  and  no  longer  on  the  number  of  teachers  employed. 
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Many  small  schools,  especially  high  schools,  ar^  not  able  to  maintain  teach- 
ing units  of  twenty-two  pupils  in  high  schools  and  thirty  in  the  elementary 
grades,  and  consequently  these  districts  will  either  have  to  dispense  with 
the  services  of  such  special  employees  as  nurses,  music  teachers,  art  teach- 
ers, supervising  principals  and  the  like,  or  meet  the  entire  salary  of  thete 
employees  out  of  local  tax  funds.  It  would,  therefore,  defeat  one  of  the 
purposes  of  the  bill,  viz,  to  equalize  educational  opportunity  and  to  relieve 
real  estate  from  some  of  the  heavy  tax  burden.  The  committee  recommends 
that  the  State  Grange  initiate,  or  support,  certain  amendments  to  Act  403 
that  no  district  shall  receive  less  state  appropriation  per  pupil  than  it  re- 
ceived for  the  year  1945-1946. 

The  law  has  greatly  increased  the  amount  of  money  the  State  pays 
for  education.  It  h  right  and  proper  that  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennayl- 
vania  should  do  this.  However,  should  the  State  find  that  the  income  from 
the  usual  tax  sources  are  diminishing,  then  real  estate  may  find  a  heavier 
tax  burden  placed  upon  it,  which  it  is  unable  to  bear. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that  the  State  Master  appoint  a  committee 
to  study  the  tax  problem  and  report  at  the  1946  session  of  State  Grange. 
And  furthermore,  since  tenure  is  a  greatly  discussed  subject  by  teachers, 
directors  and  tax  payers,  we  recommend  that  this  same  committee  study 
the  present  tenure  law  and  recommendations  be  made  at  the  1946  State 
Grange  session. 

Federal  Aid 

The  farmers  of  our  national  constitution  very  wisely  decided  that  the 
support  of  education  was  the  duty  of  the  state  and  not  of  the  federal  gov- 
ernment. The  evils  of  a  federally  controlled  system  of  education  can  be  un- 
derstood by  studying  conditions  and  results  in  Germany,  Italy,  Japan  and 
Russia.  The  committee  recommends  that  a  resolution  be  sent  to  the  National 
Grange  urging  it  to  oppose  the  use  of  federal  funds  to  support  the  ele- 
mentary educational  systems  of  the  state.  We  would  further  recommend 
that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  adopt  a  policy  to  oppose  all  proposed 
legislation  to  appropriate  money  from  the  United  States  Treasury  for 
elementary  public  education. 

Peace-Time  Military  Training 

This  committee  recommends  vigorous  opposition  by  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange  to  the  proposed  plans  for  compulsory  military  training  in 

peace  time. 

Health  Education 

■  "A  Hound  mind  in  a  sound  body"  was  an  ancient  proverb.  It  is  true  and 
desirable  today.  The  cost  of  ill  health,  both  mental  and  physical,  in  America, 
reaches  almost  staggering  figures.  There  is  no  question  that  there  is  a  lack 
of  sufficient  medical  care  and  health  provisions  in  some  parts  of  our  coun- 
try and  state.  The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  should  be  concerned  with 
bills  introduced  in  Congress,  which,  if  passed  could  mean  that  there  would 
be  a  program  of  compulsory  health  insurance  that  could  become  socialized 
medicine  and  would  endanger  the  practice  of  medicine  through  politW 
control.  This  has  always  been  a  step  in  the  advance  of  dictator  states.  The 
Grange,  on  the  other  hand,  should  support  every  local  agency  and  should 
lead,  in  every  way,  to  make  rural  people  more  health-conscious.  Much  lU 
health  is  preventable;  there  should  be  greater  emphasis  in  our  schools  on 
fundamental  health  rules  and  practices.  We  should  be  interested  in  proper 
ventilation  and  lighting  in  our  school  rooms  as  well  as  the  elimination  w 
causes  for  poor  posture.  Teaching  the  science  of  food  and  the  art  of  i» 


preparation  is  as  important  as  is  the  science  of  the  atom  bomb.  Pre-school 
examination  for  children  and  complete  physical  examination  at  least  bi- 
annually  thereafter  are  essential  to  the  child's  educational  program  and  his 
social  development.  This  great  rural  organization  should  increase  its  efforts 
to  secure  adequate  medical  care  through  local  and  private  initiative. 

Alcohol  Education 

The  annual  and  direct  hquor  bill  in  the  United  States  is  close  to  seven 
billion  dollars.  The  cost  in  human  suffering,  ill  health  and  unhappiness 
cannot  be  measured  in  dollars,  but  can  be  evaluated  by  examination  of 
traffic  accidents,  court  records,  the  files  of  public  assistance  agencies  and 
welfare  societies,  by  divorce  records,  by  children  who  are  mentally  ill  and 
physically  handicapped.  Surely  we  are  living  in  an  age  governed  by  the 
^'ignorance  of  the  foolish." 

The  Yale  School  of  Alcohol  Studies  reveals  that  now  one-third  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States  are  regular  and  habitual  drinkers;  that  two  and 
one-half  million  or  about  fifteen  per  cent,  are  drunkards,  or  problem  drink- 
ers, and  that  more  than  six  hundred  thousand  are  confirmed  alcoholics. 
These  latter  are  mental  cases  and  psychopathies.  The  worst  outbreak  of 
infantile  paralysis  this  country  has  ever  had  crippled  less  than  one  per  cent 
as  many  people,  and  yet  the  press  and  the  public  treated  it  as  a  major  dis- 
aster. It  is  time  that  we  recognize  chronic  alcoholism  for  what  it  is — ^a 
devastating,  crippling  disease,  and  should  take  both  community  and  legisla- 
tive action  to  eradicate  it  as  we  would  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever  and  the 
like.  Farm  people  and  home  owners  are  compelled  by  law  to  clean  up  toilets 
and  cesspools  and  out-buildings,  so  that  these  may  not  become  breeding 
places  of  disease  and  endanger  public  health.  Why  then  should  we  not  treat 
beer  parlors,  liquor-dispensing  road  houses,  and  their  kind,  as  menaces  of 
public  health,  as  breeding  places  for  social  diseases  and  juvenile  delinquency, 
and  set  up  machinery,  legally,  for  their  eradication? 

Education  For  Peace 

Certainly  the  Grange  has  noted,  and  been  deeply  concerned  by  the 
devastating  means  of  destruction  perfected  by  scientific  research  during  the 
war  years.  If  science  can  bring  about  new  and  powerful  means  for  destruc- 
tion of  life  and  property,  it  can  also  devise  new  and  far-reaching  processes 
that  will  enrich  the  ways  of  peace  and  bless  humankind  in  its  pursuit  of 
happiness.  To  this  end  we  believe  that  this  advance  in  research  should  not 
be  halted,  but  should  be  stimulated,  especially  in  production  of  more 
nutritious  food,  in  safe-guarding  our  natural  resources,  in  conservation  of 
the  soil,  and  similar  fields,  and,  to  a  far  greater  degree  than  ever  before, 
should  there  be  research  in  the  field  of  human  relations,  as  an  aid  to  hap- 
pier and  moie  satisfying  home  and  family  life. 

This  committee  recommends  increased  appropriation  for  the  research 
department  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  School  of  Agriculture,  and 
increased  support  of  its  Extension  Department,  that,  through  this,  the 
results  of  these  findings  may  be  disseminated  throughout  the  state  and 
guide  us  in  the  ways  of  peace. 

We  further  recommend  that  opportunities  be  kept  open  at  State  College 
I  jr  the  training  of  farm  boys  and  girls  in  the  fields  of  agriculture  and  home 
economics,  with  special  consideration  for  those  who  have  rendered  a 
patriotic  service  during  the  war,  either  in  the  armed  forces  or  on  the  farm. 

The  State  Teachers  Colleges  have  been  the  source  whereby  a  large  ma- 
jority of  the  rural  boys  and  girls  have  been  given  the  privilege  of  receiving 
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a  higher  education.  Without  these  institutions  many  would  not  have  acquired 
this  advanced  learning. 

The  present  policy  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  regards 

to  these  colleges  is  to  curtail  all  expenses  with  the  exception  of  those  which 
are  incurred  to  eliminate  fire  hazards  and  health  menaces.  This  policy 
greatly  reduces  the  ability  of  the  colleges  to  fulfill  their  function  in  their 
respective  service  areas. 

We  deplore  these  facts  and  urge  that  sufficient  funds  be  immediately 
granted  in  order  that  these  colleges  may  assume  their  usual  services,  so 
that  every  returning  member  of  our  armed  forces,  who  so  desires,  may  be 
able  to  continue  his  or  her  education  in  these  institutions.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LEGISLATION 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

When  we  met  a  year  ago,  the  clouds  of  war  darkened  our  skies.  Today, 
the  firing  has  ceased  and  we  are  face  to  face  with  the  reconstruction  of  a 
peacetime  economy. 

The  future  happiness  and  well  being  of  our  people  will  depend  in  great 
measure  upon  the  wisdom  and  character  of  our  national  leaders.  The  mwr- 
dependence  of  Agriculture,  Labor  and  Industry  must  be  recognized  ana  » 
balanced  economy  must  be  maintained.  The  economic  welfare  of  each  group 
should  be  the  concern  of  all. 
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Agriculture  faces  a  most  acute  and  disturbing  situation.  The  Grange 
has  persistently  opposed  the  unsound  and  uneconomic  subsidy  program 
believing  that  it  was  wrong  for  the  American  people  to  pass  their  food  bill 
on  to  future  generations  at  a  time  when  the  average  income  was  at  its 
peak. 

Consumers  everywhere,  should  have  been  paying  the  full  cost  of  their 
food  bill  and  when  subsidies  are  finally  eliminated,  the  full  cost  must  be 
paid  in  the  market  place  if  the  American  standard  of  diet  is  to  be  main- 
tained. 

Unwarranted  price  ceilings  have  done  much  to  discourage  the  produc- 
tion of  certain  food  commodities.  These  ceilings  have  been  established 
under  guise  of  preventing  inflation.  With  the  relatively  low  income  of  our 
farm  people,  this  contention  seems  unfounded.  When  we  consider  that  dur- 
ing the  early  thirties  of  the  present  century,  about  one-fourth  of  our  total 
population  lived  on  farms  and  received  about  one-sixteenth  of  the  national 
income  or  one-fourth  as  much  as  their  neighbors  in  other  occupations,  we 
are  at  a  loss  to  credit  the  contention  that  paying  full  cost  in  the  market 
place  will  result  in  inflation. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Master  and  Executive  Committees 
put  forth  every  effort  to  secure  fair  and  compensatory  prices  in  the  mar- 
ket place  for  agricultural  products  when  subsidies  are  eliminated. 

Decentralization  of  Power 

We  favor  the  decentralization  of  power  and  reaffirm  our  traditional  be- 
lief in  local  control  of  government  which  would  be  a  powerful  factor  in  ef- 
fecting our  economy  and  restoring  balance  to  the  Federal  budget. 

Tax  Qualifications  of  Voters 

Citizenship' in  a  republic  form  of  government  carries  with  it  responsi- 
bilities as  well  as  privileges.  To  assume  the  right  of  franchise  without  mak- 
ing any  contribution  toward  the  upkeep  of  government  is  an  unsound  prac- 
tice. We  recommend  a  constitutional  amendment  which  would  restore  the 
provision  requiring  the  payment  of  taxes  as  a  qualification  for  voting. 

Support  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College 
and  the  State  Teachers  Colleges 

The  Pennsylvania  State  College  and  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  are 
the  state  owned  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  Pennsylvania.  As  the  sole 
institution  training  in  agriculture  on  the  university  level,  we  urge  liberal 
appropriations  for  the  School  of  Agriculture  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Col- 
lege. This  support  should  provide  for  an  expanded  program  of  training 
and  research,  as  well  as  for  additional  buildings  to  meet  the  enlarged  needs 
of  post  war  reconstruction. 

Because  food  is  basic  to  all  life,  the  proper  supply  of  it  is  the  concern 
of  every  human  being.  The  abundance  or  scarcity  of  food  is  a  determining 
factor  in  the  location  and  development  of  industry  in  a  populous  state  such 
as  Pennsylvania.  The  financial  support  of  agricultural  research  thus 
logically  is  the  concern  of  the  state. 

A  comparison  of  state  and  federal  appropriations  for  agricultural  re- 
search to  Pennsylvania  and  three  neighboring  states  for  1944,  the  last 
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year    for    which    complete    figures    were  available,    reveals   the   following 
startling  facts:

From  the  foregoing  figures  it  will  be  noted  that  Pennsylvania  spends 
less  for  agricultural  research  and  makes  by  far  the  lowest  contribution  from 
state  funds.  Based  on  the  number  of  farms  in  each  state  as  of  the  1940 
census,  New  York  appropriated  in  1944  from  state  funds  for  agricultural 
research,  $8.20;  New  Jersey,  $17.62  (including  regulatory  work);  Ohio, 
$2.62;  and  Pennsylvania,  $1.50  per  farm.  In  other  words,  Pennsylvania  has 
been  miserly  in  her  support  of  agricultural  research  and  is  much  more  de- 
pendent on  federal  support  for  this  research  than  any  of  the  surrounding 
states.  This  condition  is  indefensible,  humiliating  and  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  continue. 

The  State  Teachers  Colleges,  while  primarily  training  teachers  for  the 
public  schools,  are  the  colleges  of  the  common  people. 

Thousands  of  farm  boys  and  girls  who  otherwise  would  have  been  de- 
prived of  a  higher  education,  have  attended  these  colleges.  The  present 
critical  shortage  of  trained  teachers  and  community  leaders  induces  us  to 
demand  increased  support  of  the  teachers  colleges  and  a  liberalization  of 
their  curriculae  so  as  to  be  comparable  with  similar  institutions  in  states 
of  equivalent  wealth. 

We  commend  the  salary  increase  paid  to  the  public  school  teachers  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  That  this  increase  may  not  add  to  the  tax  burden  on  real 
estate  we  advocate  a  law  limiting  the  mills  that  may  be  assessed  on  real 
estate  to  4  mills  on  the  real  value,  with  provision  made  for  the  state  to 
contribute  sufficient  revenue  to  give  the  boys  and  girls  of  rural  areas  an 
adequate  education.  We  further  favor  the  raising  of  this  revenue  within 
the  state. 

We  oppose  federal  subsidization  of  elementary  education  as  leading 
to  federal  control,  centralization  of  power,  and  the  danger  of  having  our 
schools  used  to  propagandize  youth  as  were  the  schools  of  Europe.  From 
the  purely  economic  standpoint,  Pennsylvania  could  provide  over  three  times 
the  increase  she  would  receive  from  federal  subsidization,  since  federal 
funds  must  be  derived  from  taxes  we  pay,  and  Pennsylvania  pays  one-tenth 
of  all  federal  taxes.  On  this  basis,  for  every  $3.00  we  should  receive  from 
the  federal  treasury  for  our  elementary  schools,  Pennsylvania  must  pay 
$10.00  in  federal  taxes. 

Highway  Zoning 

The  conserving  of  our  natural  scenery  and  the  making  of  our  Penn- 
sylvania highways  more  enjoyable  to  our  own  citizens  and  tourists  from 
other  states,  is  a  subject  for  education.  Provision  for  greater  enjoyment  of 
the  scenery  along  our  highways  would  create  sentiment  for  its  preservation 
far  preferable  to  the  enactment  of  compulsory  zoning  legislation  which 
might  encroach  upon  private  ownership  and  lead  to  the  creation  of  another 

expensive  bureau. 

Oleomargarine 

The  Grange  has  successfully  continued  its  effort  to  have  oleomargarine 

sold  upon  its  own  merits  and  should  continue  to  resist  the  repeal  of  our 

oleomargarine  laws. 


Roads 

With  the  ending  of  the  war,  more  manpower  should  be  available  for 
use  upon  our  highways  and  more  attention  should  be  given  to  the  improve- 
ment of  our  "Farm  to  Market  Roads." 

Farm  Labor 

The  American  Farmer  leads  the  world  in  per  capita  production.  During 
the  last  year  the  men,  women  and  children  on  our  farms  rendered  yeomen 
service  in  producing  an  abundant  harvest. 

The  farm  labor  situation  is  becoming  more  serious.  Farm  machinery 
and  equipment  are  rapidly  being  worn  out  and  labor  strikes  and  slowdowns 
are  preventing  the  replenishment  of  much  farm  equipment  so  badly  needed 
to  provide  food  and  fibre  to  supply  the  wants  of  our  people.

Resolution  No.  14 — Presented  by  Avis  Grange  No.  1959,  Clinton  County 

Whereas  Article  1,  section  8,  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
provides  that  "Congress  shall  have  the  power  to  coin  money,  regulate  the 
value  thereof,  and  of  foreign  coin";  and 

Whereas  Congress  has  substantially  failed  to  exercise  this  power  and 
has  permitted  the  power  to  create  the  medium  of  exchange  of  the  nation  to 
fall  into  private  hands  thus  bringing  about  at  present  a  situation  where 
the  nation,  in  order  to  supply  its  own  credit  for  purposes  of  national  de- 
fense or  the  accommodation  of  increased  production,  is  compelled  to  issue 
interest-bearing  bonds  and  transfer  ownership  of  such  bonds  to  private 
banks  in  exchange  for  newly  created  credits  upon  their  books;  and 

Whereas  there  has  developed  in  the  method  of  conducting  commercial 
banks  in  the  United  States  the  custom  of  lending  the  private  credit  of  such 
institutions  under  the  guise  of  lending  money;  and 

Whereas  such  credit,  transferrable  from  one  depositor  to  another  by 
the  check  or  order  of  the  depositor  or  any  other  person  in  his  behalf  is  gen- 
eally  accepted  in  payment  of  debts,  thus  in  effect  providing  an  uncollected 
and  privately  created  circulating  medium  of  exchange  which  performs  the 
function  of  money  in  disregard  of  article  1,  section  8,  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States ;  and 
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Whereas  the  uncontrolled  alternate  expansion  and  contraction  of  this 
synthetic  medium  of  exchange  induces  recurrent  periods  of  uncontrolled 
and  disorganizing  inflation  followed  by  disastrous  periods  on  equally  tm. 
controlled  deflation,  bankruptcy,  and  distress;  and 

Whereas  it  has  become  necessary  to  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  na* 
tion  that  inflation  and  deflation  alike  be  prevented  and  that  a  stable  buyini 
power  be  maintained  in  the  dollar;  and 

W^hereas  these  aims  and  purposes  can  only  be  accomplished  if  Congrest 
acts  to  end  the  existing  dependence  of  the  United  States  upon  a  priyatdy 
created  and  destroyed  band  credit  medium  of  exchange,  and  to  substitute 
therefore  a  dependable  medium  of  exchange,  not  based  on  debt,  but  put  into 
circulation  without  increase  in  the  public  debt  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
yisicns  of  the  constitution;  Now,  therefore 

Be  it  Resolved  that  this  Grange  petition  Congress  through  its  duly 
elected  Senators  and  Representative  in  Congress  to  enact  into  law,  BiH 
H.  R.  153,  which  recognizes  and  corrects  all  of  the  before  stated  faults;  and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved  that  one  copy  of  this  resolution  be  placed  in  on 
the  minutes  and  one  copy  be  given  to  each  of  our  senators  and  representa- 
tive and  one  copy  be  sent  to  State  Grange  and  another  copy  be  sent  to 
Pomona  Grange. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  further  study. 
Action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  5 — Presented  by  Lower  Bucks  Pomona  No.  22 

Substitute  for  No.  10,  34  and  41 

Whereas,  compulsory  military  training,  and  the  maintenance  of  a  very 
large  standing  army  and  navy  would  lead  to  suspicion  by  other  great 
powers  and 

Whereas  we  have  seen  compulsory  military  training  and  huge  standing 
armies  in  European  countries  in  the  past  lead  to  war, 

Therefore  Be  it  Resolved,  that  Lower  Bucks  and  Philadelphia  County 
Pomona  Grange  No.  22,  in  regular  session  December  5,  1945,  is  opposed  to 
Compulsory  Peace-time  Military  Training  in  these  United  States,  and  we 
urge  our  representatives  in  the  United  Nations  Organization  to  work  un- 
ceasingly for  an  international  agreement  to  eliminate  Compulsory  Military 
Training  in  all  member  countries. 

Further  Be  it  Resolved  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  Presi- 
dent Harry  S.  Truman,  our  members  of  United  States  Congress,  our  repre- 
sentative in  "United  Nations,"  and  to  Pennsylvania  State  Grange.

Action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  7 — Presented  by  Butler  County  Pomona  No.  17 

Whereas  of  late  years  many  automobiles  have  been  damaged  by  deer 
crossing  the  highways. 

Therefore  Be  it  Resolved  that  this  Grange  go  on  record  as  approvinf 
legislation  whereby  the  State  Game  Commission  will  pay  for  damages 
caused  by  deer  upon  a  highway. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 


Resolution  No.  8 — Presented  by  Butler  County  Pomona  No.  17 

Be  it  Resolved  that  this  Grange  go  on  record  as  being  opposed  to  the 
centralization  of  doctors  and  medical  aid  as  per  government  orders. 

Approved  by  the  committee  as  in  accord  with  Grange  policy  of  opposi- 
tion to  socialized  medicine. 

Action  su!?tained. 

Resolution  No.  6 — Presented  by  Lower  Bucks  Pomona  No.  22 

Whereas,  the  term  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  limited  to 
two  terns  by  precedent  only,  and 

Whereas  that  precedent  has  been  broken  and  may  again  be  broken, 
thereby  permitting  much  of  the  power  of  government  to  remain  in  the  hands 
of  one  man  for  too  long  a  period,  therefore 

Be  it  Resolved  that  the  term  of  the  President  should  be  limited  by  a 
constitutional  amendment  to,  two  terms  of  four  years  each. 

Further  Be  it  Resolved  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange  and  our  Congressmen.

Resolution  No.  11 — Presented  by  Pineville  Grange  No.  507,  Bucks  County 

Whereas,  we  in  our  business  life  know  the  nation  can  not  be  in  the  red 
forever  and. 

Whereas,  over-lapping  of  bureaus  and  more  employees  than  needed 
leads  to  keeping  bureaucrats  in  power 

Resolved,  that  Pineville  Grange  No.  507  go  on  record  opposing  such 
governmental  expenses  in  peace  time  and  to  cut  down  our  pay  roll  at  once.

Resolution  No.  26 — Presented  by  Lawrence  County  Pomona  No.  65

which  is  such  a  readjustment  of  rates  on  parcel  post  matter  as  to  raise 
about  $15,000,000  more  annually,  on  the  theory  that  this  branch  of  the 
service  is  not  on  a  self-sustaining  basis  under  present  conditions,  and 

Whereas,  under  its  present  procedure  in  the  allocation  of  costs  and 
revenues,  the  Post  Office  Department  does  not  give  parcel  post  matter 
credit  for  the  profit  accruing  from  the  first  class  matter  it  originates,  which 
m  the  aggregate  amounts  to  probably  more  than  the  assumed  deficit  en- 
tailed in  carrying  fourth  class  matter,  and 

Whereas,  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1944  the  Post  Office  Department  as 
a  whole  earned  a  profit  of  about  $84,000,000  on  revenue-producing  mail, 
therefore  be  it 
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Resolved,  that  as  a  matter  of  fair  play  for  the  users  of  the  parcel  pott 
system  and  the  rural  people  in  particular,  we  oppose  any  increase  in  ratei 
on  this  class  of  mail  under  prevailing  conditions.

Resolution  No.  23 — Presented  by  Schuylkill  County  Pomona  No.  55

Control  of  Bituminous  Coal  Industry 
Resolution  No.  43 — Offered  by  the  Commitftee 

Whereas,  steps  are  being  taken  in  Congress  to  revive  the  Natiowl 
Bituminous  Coal  Act,  which  was  allowed  to  expire  under  the  stress  of  war- 
time conditions,  and 

Whereas,  the  bills  that  have  been  introduced  in  this  connection,  am^ 
other  objectionable  features,  would:  (1)  Establish  a  series  of  organ^ 
monopolies  or  cartels   under  government   supervision  that  would  desijv, 


competition  by  fixing  a  minimum  price  on  soft  coal  beneath  which  it  would 
be  illegal  to  sell  it;  (2)  penalize  the  industry  as  a  whole  for  the  benefit  of 
high-cost  producers;  (3)  arbitrarily  increase  the  cost  of  coal  to  the  con- 
sumer in  many  instances;  (4)  encourage  the  use  of  substitute  fuels,  sucli  as 
oil,  which  in  many  sections  of  the  country  is  already  nearing  the  point 
of  exhaustion;  (5)  authorize  the  levying  of  a  tax  of  19 V^  per  cent  of  the 
minimum  value  of  all  coal  sold  to  compel  producers  to  comply  with  thtt 
plan,  which  would  constitute  a  gross  abuse  of  the  taxing  power  of  the 
Government  under  the  Constitution,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  go  on  record  as  oppos- 
ing this  legislation  on  the  ground  that  it  is  based  on  totalitarian  principles 
that  cannot  safely  be  accepted  if  we  expect  America  to  remain  free. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  sustained. 

Resolution  Substituted  For  No.  4,  12  and  38 

Whereas,  our  county  has  been  engaged  in  war  since  1941  and  conditions 
within  our  economic  and  social  structure  have  been  thrown  off  balance 
necessitating  a  curtailment  in  the  commodities  deemed  necessary  in  main- 
taining a  high  standard  of  living,  and 

Whereas,  our  reconversion  program  demands  the  production  of  economic 
goods  equal  to  that  of  war  time,  and 

Whereas,  strikes  and  walkouts  effect  directly  this  reconversion  pro- 
gram and  retard  the  progress  of  our  country. 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  Pomona  Grange  No.  49  go  on  record  opposing 
strikes  and  walkouts  that  are  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  society, 
and  further  be  it 

Resolved,  that  Labor  Unions  be  made  responsible  for  destruction  of 
property  both  personal  and  real,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  that  Pomona  Grange  No.  49  recommend  to  State  Grange  that 
it  go  on  record  in  support  of  this  resolution  and  that  it  urge  our  law  mak- 
ing institutions  to  enact  legislation  that  will  effect  the  settlement  of  all 
labor  and  management  disputes  by  mediation  and  thus  prevent  strikes  and 
walkouts  and  labor  difficulties.
